PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AMENDING CHAPTER 11: TRAFFIC REGULATION 
OF THE COOK COUNTY ORDINANCES 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF COOK COUNTY, ILLINOIS 

that Chapter 11 (Traffic Regulations) of the Ordinances and Resolutions of Cook County be amended as 
follows to add Section 11-50: 


Use of Mobile Telephones 

11-50 (at Except as provided by subsection (b) of this section, no person shall drive a motor vehicle 

while using a mobile cellular analog wireless or digital telephone. 

(b) The provisions of this section shall not apply to: 

(1) Law enforcement officers and operators of emergency vehicles when on duty and acting 
in their official capacities: 

(2) Persons using a telephone with a “hands free" device allowing the driver to talk into and 
listen to the other party without the use of hands: 

(3) Persons using a telephone to call 911 telephone numbers or other emergency telephone 
numbers to contact public safety forces: 
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(4) Person using a telephone while maintaining a motor vehicle in a stationary parked 
position, and not in aear. 

(c) any person who violates subsection (a) of this section shall be subject to a fine of $50.00 
provided however, that if a violation occurs at the time of a traffic accident, the driver may be 
subject to an additional fine to exceed $200.00 .

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AN ORDINANCE DEALING WITH TEMPORARY OR PERMANENT ABSENCE 
IN THE OFFICE OF THE PRESIDENT 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook is a home rule unit of government pursuant to the 1970 Illinois 
Constitution, Article VII, Section 6(a); and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to its home rule power, the County of Cook may exercise any power and perform 
any function relating to its government and affairs protecting health, safety and welfare; and 

WHEREAS, the 25th Amendment to the United States Constitution creates a process to address a 
temporary, voluntary absence of the President of the United States; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County, in order to properly manage its government and affairs, needs to address a 
temporary, voluntary absence of the Office of the President of the Cook County Board: and 

WHEREAS, to protect the health, safety and welfare of the citizens of Cook County and in order to 
ensure that the government of Cook County has an Acting Executive with the duties and power of the 
President if the elected President declares that he/she is temporarily unable to discharge the powers and 
duties of the office; and 

WHEREAS, if the President vacates the Office of the President for am reason an orderly succession 
should be established in order to provide continuity in the Office of the President. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COOK COUNTY BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS, THAT: 
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A. Temporary Vacancy 

Whenever the President transmits to the Board of Commissioners a written declaration that he/she is 
temporarily unable to discharge the powers and duties of the office due to health or other reason; then the 
Board shall select and appoint one of their number to serve as Acting President until the President 
transmits a written declaration to the Board of Commissioners that he/she is able to discharge the powers 
and duties of the Office of the President. The Acting President shall have all of the responsibilities, 
power and duties to the Office of the President while serving as Acting President. The President shall 
continue to receive the pay and benefits of the Office of the President during any such temporary absence. 

B. Permanent Vacancy 

If the Office of the President becomes vacant for any reason causing the Board of Commissioners to 
choose a successor until the next election, the succession line shall be as follows : 

L_ Chairman of Finance - The person holding this position shall assume the Acting 

President role no matter what political affiliation of said person or how many years of service as a County 
Board member. 


2. _ Most Senior Commissioner - If the Chairman of Finance cannot assume the role of 

Acting President, or desires not to assume that office, then the most Senior County Board member 
currently holding office shall be named the Acting President by the remaining Commissioners. 

3. _ Years of Service - The senior member is defined as that member of the Board who has 

the most combined years as an elected and/or appointed Cook County Commissioner whether the years 
are continuous or staggered.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AN AMENDMENT TO THE COOK COUNTY ZONING ORDINANCE OF 2001 TO ADD A 
NEW SECTION PROHIBITING CERTAIN NEGATIVE USE RESTRICTIONS 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook is a home rule unit of government pursuant to the 1970 Illinois 
Constitution, Article VII, Section 6(a); and 

WHEREAS, in accordance with Article VII, Section 6, and subject to the limitations set forth therein, the 
County of Cook may exercise any power and perform any function relating to its government and affairs; 
and 
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WHEREAS, the County of Cook has passed a comprehensive zoning ordinance, known as the Cook 
County Zoning Ordinance of 2001 ("Ordinance”) that is intended to promote the purposes set forth in 
Article 2 of the Ordinance, including, without limitation, the public health, safety, morals, comfort, 
convenience and general welfare of the residents of unincorporated Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, the County Board finds that these purposes are furthered when property is used consistently 
with the permitted and special uses identified in the Ordinance; and 

WHEREAS, the County Board finds that the public health, safety and general welfare of the residents of 
unincorporated Cook County are furthered when residents have access to grocery stores and drug stores, 
both of which meet basic human needs; and 

WHEREAS, Section 8.1.2 of the Ordinance provides that the most restrictive regulation shall govern 
when a requirement imposed by this Ordinance conflicts with any covenant or private agreement; and 

WHEREAS, while the Ordinance recognizes the right of private parties to impose restrictions greater 
than those set forth in the Ordinance, which will be recognized if they are valid and enforceable under 
Illinois law, private parties are not free to enter into and impose restrictions against private property if 
such restrictions are against public policy; and 

WHEREAS, the County Board finds that Negative Use Restrictions, which enable a prior owner or 
operator of a grocery store or drug store, after terminating operations at a site, to prevent any competitor 
from operating a grocery store or drug store at such site in the future, limit uses that would otherwise be 
permitted under the Ordinance; and 

WHEREAS, the County Board finds that such Negative Use Restrictions are separate and distinct from 
commercially reasonable non-compete clauses included in shopping center development agreements, 
whereby a landlord may agree with a tenant that is a grocery store or drug store not to lease other space in 
the same shopping center to a second grocery store or drug store in order to induce the tenant to sign a 
long-term lease as an anchor tenant; and 

WHEREAS, the County Board finds that such Negative Use Restrictions frustrate the purposes of the 
Ordinance, serve no public purpose, compromise the public health, safety, and general welfare, and 
deprive the residents of unincorporated Cook County of the benefits of competition in the marketplace, 
and cause significant deleterious and blighting effects on the affected community; and 

WHEREAS, the County Board finds that the public health, safety, and general welfare of residents of 
unincorporated Cook County are furthered when residents have access to grocery stores and drug stores, 
both of which meet basic human needs; and 

WHEREAS, the County Board finds, in contrast, however, that Negative Use Restrictions, which enable 
a prior owner or operator of a grocery store or drug store, after terminating operations at a site, to prevent 
any competitor from operating a grocery store at such site in the future serve no public purpose but 
instead have significant deleterious and blighting effects on the affected community's health, safety and 
general welfare; and 

WHEREAS, the County Board finds that because grocery stores and drug stores frequently occupy large 
tracts of land in the center of residential neighborhoods or at key intersections, the continued presence of 
grocery stores or drug stores in unincorporated Cook County serves as a catalyst to other economic 
development and advances the health, safety and general welfare of the residents of that community, 
particularly those who are elderly or economically disadvantaged. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Article 8 
of the Cook County Zoning Ordinance of 2001 is amended by adding a new Section 8.1.3 and changing 
the numbering of the succeeding provisions as follows: 

8.1.3 CERTAIN NEGATIVE USE RESTRICTIONS PROHIBITED AS AGAINST 
PUBLIC POLICY 


Notwithstanding Section 8.1.2. a private agreement that purports to impose recorded negative use 
restrictions upon real property in unincorporated Cook County so as to prohibit or have the 
economic or practical effect of prohibiting the use of such real property' for grocery store or drug 
store purposes after a grocery store or drug store owner or operator of a store in excess of 7.500 
square feet has terminated operations at the site, when such uses would otherwise be permitted, 
including as a special use under this Ordinance, and which negative use restriction has a term of 
more than one year, shall be against public policy, shall be void and unenforceable, and shall be 
subject to remedial and enforcement powers under Sections 13.10 and 13.11 of this Ordinance. 
The foregoing prohibition shall not apply to an owner or operator of a grocery store or drug store 
who terminates operations at a site for purposes of relocating such operations into a comparable 
or larger store located within one-half mile of the site where operations have terminated, provided 
such relocation and the commencement of operations at the new site occurs within two years and 
the negative use restriction imposed does not have a term in excess of three years. The Zoning 
Administrator shall have discretion to extend the one-half mile limit set forth in the preceding 
sentence by one-half mile (i.e. to one mile! and to extend the two year commencement of 
operations period by one year fi.e. to three years) upon the owner or operator’s written request 
and presentation of evidence establishing extenuating circumstances that establish good cause for 
such extension^!. The requesting party shall also provide notice and a copy of such written 
evidence to the district Commissioner(s) for the district in which the closed store and the new 
store are located at the same time such submission is made to the Zoning Administrator. The 
foregoing prohibition shall apply regardless of whether the private agreement is incorporated in a 
deed restriction, a restrictive covenant. T a lease or memorandum of lease, or any other recorded 
instrument. 


8.1.3 4 ORDINANCE CONTENTS NOT A PERMIT 

The contents of this Ordinance shall not be deemed a permit to use any property or to locate, 
construct or maintain any building, structure or facility or to carry on any trade, industry, 
occupation or activity. 

8.1.4 5 CUMULATIVE REGULATIONS 

The provisions of this Ordinance are cumulative with other laws and ordinances applying to the 
same subject matters. 

8.1.5 6 INDEX 

The index appended to this Ordinance is solely a reference guide, and shall not be construed as 
part of this Ordinance.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 


WHEREAS, a nationwide and regional shortage of trained medical professionals has threatened the 
timely delivery of health services to patients in the Cook County Bureau of Health Services (“Bureau”), 
an institution which the poor, the uninsured, and the underinsured solely rely upon for their health care 
needs; and 

WHEREAS, this shortage of medical professionals including nurses, pharmacists, and radiology 
technicians, combined with competitive salary rates for these positions in the private sector, has created a 
rapidly shrinking pool of specific healthcare personnel in the Bureau; and 

WHEREAS, the Bureau’s current policy of hiring outside agencies to compensate for the lack of full¬ 
time professional staff, especially in the case of nurses, is a temporary solution that is costly and 
unpredictable; and 

WHEREAS, despite the fact that more than 40% of our patients are Latino, less than 3% of physicians, 
5% of nurses, and 0% of pharmacists are Latino. However, the Bureau has been unsuccessful in 
recruiting an adequate number of bilingual professionals who have the language skills and cultural 
knowledge to address the health needs of our growing Latino patient base; and 

WHEREAS, there are many students of Latin American origin, some of whom are undocumented, who 
live in Cook County and work towards professional degrees in schools throughout Illinois, as well as 
Latin American healthcare professionals who live in Cook County and are seeking licensure to practice 
their profession in Illinois; and 

WHEREAS, after receiving an excellent education in our schools, many of these Latin American 
students are unable to find employment because of their immigration status and are forced to return to 
their country of origin; and 

WHEREAS, in Cook County alone, there are hundreds of highly skilled Latin American students 
studying in various healthcare fields who are ready, willing, and able to contribute their skills and talents 
during this healthcare staffing crisis; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County has established itself as an immigrant friendly county and. as such, should 
take the lead in demonstrating the benefits of hiring highly skilled, foreign-bom healthcare professionals 
to alleviate our staffing shortages and strengthen our public health system; and 

WHEREAS, it is the responsibility of our public health system to provide adequate staffing to perform 
vital functions in the delivery of government services during a protracted nationwide and regional 
shortage of essential licensed medical professionals. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners shall enact 
the following ordinance to establish a Foreign Healthcare Professional Pilot Program with the goal of 
sponsoring twenty (20) bilingual Latino immigrants in identified areas of healthcare shortages in the 
County. 

SECTION 1. TITLE 

This Ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the “Cook County Foreign Healthcare Professional 
Pilot Program Ordinance.” 

SECTION 2. DEFINITIONS 

For the purpose of this Ordinance, unless the context otherwise requires, the following words or terms 
shall have the meanings respectively applied to them: 

A. “Board" shall mean the Cook County Board of Commissioners. 

B. “Bureau” shall mean the Cook County Bureau of Health Services. 

C. “County” shall mean County of Cook, State of Illinois. 

D. “H-1B visa” shall mean a visa used by a foreign worker who will be employed temporarily 
on a nonimmigrant basis in a specialty occupation such as medicine and health. 

E. “Latin American student" shall mean an individual born in a Central, South American or 
Caribbean country, but who now resides and studies in Cook County. 

F. “Latin American professional” shall mean a Latin American national from Central America, 
South American, or the Caribbean, who received professional education in another country 
and now, seeks to be licensed here in the United States. 

G. “U.S. licensure” shall mean a license acquired after taking the required exams or fulfilling 
certain requirements in order to be able to practice professionally in the United States. 

SECTION 3. PURPOSE OF PILOT PROGRAM 

The Bureau will work with the Latin American Consulates in Cook County to identify, train, sponsor and 
employ Latin American individuals who are currently enrolled in college or seeking U.S. licensure and 
desire to become healthcare professionals in the Bureau. By hiring undocumented graduates of our 
educational system, or sponsoring the visa applications and hiring graduates and those seeking licensure 
in the U.S., the County will ensure a pool of qualified, bilingual individuals to meet their healthcare 
professional needs. In addition, these individuals of Latin American origin will also fill the special need 
that the Bureau has for bilingual personnel. 

SECTION 4. MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING 

In order to facilitate the implementation of this Ordinance, the Board shall enter into a Memorandum of 
Understanding with the Latin American Consulates in Cook County to provide assistance and guidance in 
the selection process of program candidates. The Memorandum of Understanding becomes effective 
thirty (30) days after passage of this Ordinance. 
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SECTION 5. SELECTION PROCESS OF PROGRAM CANDIDATES 

A. Pursuant to the Memorandum of Understanding, the Bureau will provide the following 
information on its healthcare professional needs to the Consulates: 

1. List of the healthcare positions that are vacant in the Bureau due to a shortage of 
professionals; 

2. Educational or licensing requirements for each position. 

B. Pursuant to the Memorandum of Understanding, the Consulates will identify and 
interview ten (10) student and ten (10) professional candidates to determine their 
eligibility for the program and will provide the following information to the Bureau on 
selected candidates applying for the program: 

1. Proof that the candidate’s principal place of residency is within Cook County; 

2. Proof of citizenship from Latin American country of origin; 

3. For student candidates, verification of enrollment at a college or university in 
Illinois and college transcripts; 

4. For professional candidates, relevant undergraduate and graduate degrees and 
relevant healthcare certifications; and 

5. All other relevant documentation as required by the Bureau. 

C. Upon receipt of the list of selected candidates from the Consulate, the Bureau will 
conduct another round of interviews and any testing deemed necessary to verify the 
accuracy of the information provided and to recommend candidates for the program. 

D. Final candidates shall be selected by a Selection Panel comprised of the Bureau Chief, 
the Consul Generals, and the Chief of the Bureau of Human Resources. 

SECTION 6. COUNTY SPONSORSHIP OF SELECTED CANDIDATES 

A. The County will sponsor the visa applications (H-1B and other categories) of selected 
candidates in the program and follow all necessary rules and procedures as set forth by the 
U.S. Department of Labor Employment & Training Administration including, but not limited 
to, the following requirements: 

1. The County shall submit a completed Labor Condition Application (LCA) in the 
manner prescribed by the regulations; 

2. The County shall make the LCA and supporting documentation available for public 
examination; 

3. The County shall submit a copy of the approved LCA to U.S. Citizenship and 
Immigration Services (USC1S) with a completed petition requesting H-1B 
classification; 
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4. The County shall not allow the nonimmigrant worker to begin work until USCIS 
grants the worker authorization; 

5. The County shall maintain documentation to meet its burden of proof with respect to 
the validity of the statements made in its LCA and the accuracy of information 
provided, in the event that such statement or information is challenged; and 

6. The County shall inform Cook County workers of the intent to hire a foreign worker 
by posting the completed LCA for the position. 

B. In those instances where a student or professional does not yet have the appropriate 
documentation to work or study in the U.S., the County would sponsor their visa application, 
subject to a waiver of applicable federal law. 

SECTION 7. SEVERABILITY 

If any section, subsection, paragraph, sentence or clause of this Ordinance or the application thereof to 
any person is for any reason deemed to be invalid or unconstitutional, such decision shall not affect, 
impair or invalidate any remaining section, subsection, paragraph, sentence or clause hereof or the 
application of this ordinance to any other person. 

SECTION 8. EFFECTIVE DATE 

This Ordinance shall take full force and effect immediately upon passage.

WHEREAS, Cook County is authorized by the State of Illinois to operate a juvenile temporary detention 
center for the custody and care of minors, under the age of 17, while awaiting trial; and 

WHEREAS, the facility is a detention center, it operates a school and inherently includes recreation and 
housing facilities; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County expends $25 million in operating this facility on an annual basis: and 
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WHEREAS, the center is the subject of a lawsuit and consent decree in the United States District Court 
alleging improprieties in its operation and the handling of minors; and 

WHEREAS, it is deemed to be in the public interest to operate the center in the most commendable, 
humanitarian, and efficient manner; and 

WHEREAS, it is deemed to be in the public interest to solicit and accept opinions, advice and 
counsel from professionals in the greater Cook County community; and 

WHEREAS, such professional opinions, advice and counsel, should be accepted in order to formulate 
policy for the proper administration of the facility, in terms of juvenile detention, short term education of 
minors awaiting trial, and to create as positive an atmosphere as possible for these minors. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President and Members of the Cook County Board 
of Commissioners: 

1) authorize and direct the creation of an 11 member Cook County Juvenile Temporary Detention 
Center Community Advisory Board, consisting of at least one representative of each of the following 
professions: juvenile detention and corrections professionals, educators, attorneys, social workers, 
medical professionals and other members of the community interested in the appropriate care of 
minors, no later than October 1,2006, with such appointments made by the President upon the advice 
and consent of the Board of Commissioners, for terms of two years; and

administration of the Juvenile Temporary Detention Center; and 

3) require that such counsel and advice be provided to the Juvenile Temporary Detention Center’s

Early program 
results are encouraging, as recidivism for participants has been substantially reduced. The grant funds 
will be used to increase the participant capacity of the program by an additional 25 offenders, or 75 per 
year.

AS AMENDED (01-0-32, 02-0-24) 

ARTICLE 1 

WIRELESS TELECOMMUNICATION FACILITIES 


1.0 PURPOSE 

Provisions of this Ordinance are intended to address public safety concerns, promote aesthetic 
values and provide appropriate locations for wireless telecommunication facilities. This 
Ordinance establishes minimum standards for the location, installation, height and 
landscaping of wireless telecommunication facilities and encourages co-location of multiple 
service providers. 

1.1 PERMITS FOR WIRELESS TELECOMMUNICATION FACILITIES 

1.1.1 PERMIT REQUIREMENTS 

A permit issued by the Department of Building and Zoning is required for all wireless 
telecommunications facilities and related accessory structures. No new or existing wireless 
telecommunications facility or accessory structure shall be erected altered or relocated 
without first obtaining a permit. 

1.1.2 PERMIT APPLICATION PROCEDURES 

A. Applications for wireless telecommunication facility' permits shall be made to the 
Department of Building and Zoning on forms furnished by the Department. All 
applications shall be accompanied by a fee as established by the Cook County Board 
of Commissioners. 

B. Applications shall include information required to assure compliance with 
regulations for wireless telecommunication facilities and with all other applicable 
ordinances and regulations of Cook County. 

C. Applicants shall provide a bond, in a form acceptable to the Department of Building 
and Zoning, to insure that wireless telecommunication facilities will be constructed, 
maintained and removed in accordance with this Ordinance. 
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D. Applicants shall submit an agreement to remove all facilities, structures and 
driveways if the facility becomes technologically obsolete or ceases to perform its 
original function for six (6) or more consecutive months. Upon removal, the 
applicant shall restore the site to its original condition , less normal wear and tear and 
seed all exposed soil. 

E. Wireless telecommunication facility permits shall be issued by the Commissioner of 
Building and Zoning if the facility complies with the provisions of this Ordinance 
and with all other applicable ordinances and regulations of Cook County. Any 
permit may be revoked at any time by the Department of Building and Zoning upon a 
finding that a wireless telecommunication facility violates any provision of this 
Ordinance, of any other applicable Cook County Ordinance or when a permit holder 
has made false representations in securing a wireless telecommunication facility 
permit. 

1.1.3 GENERAL REQUIREMENTS 

A. Wireless telecommunication facility is defined in Article 14 of the Cook County 
Zoning Ordinance of 2001 under “telecommunications carrier wireless 
communication transmitting and receiving facility”. The terms “structure” and 
“building” as used in this Ordinance are defined in Article 14 of the Cook County 
Zoning Ordinance of 2001. The term “public utility structure” as used in this 
Ordinance is defined in the Illinois Compiled Statutes 220 ILCS 5/3-105 includes 
electrical transmission and antenna towers, electrical power structures, and water 
towers owned by municipalities, townships, special service districts, county or state 
governments. “Cook County structure” includes any structure tower or building 
owned or operated bv Cook County or any of its agents, departments, licensees or 
agencies . 

B. Co-location of a new wireless telecommunication facility on an existing rooftop* 
public utility structure. Cook County struc ture or other existing structure shall not 
exceed fifteen (15) feet above the highest point of the existing structure. 

Gt N e w wir e l e ss t e l e communication fac il iti e s ar e p e rmitt e d—wh e n co -l ocat e d on an 
e xi s ting tow e r or structur e , which is who ll y conc e al e d w i thin an e x i sting s t r uctur e 
which is or r e placing an e x i t i ng tow e r or structur e . 

DC. New wireless telecommunication fac i l i ti e s towers more than one hundred (100) feet 
in height above curb level must be designed and intended for co-location of at least 
five (5) telecommunications service providers and must be located at least one half 
(1/2) mile away from any existing wireless telecommunication facility regardless of 
height. New wireless telecommunication faciliti es towers co-located on an existing 
forest preserve, a Cook County structure or a co-location on a public utility structure 
shall be exempt from the one half (1/2) mile separation requirement . 

ED. New wireless telecommunication facilities shall not be installed on a building less 
than forty (40) feet in height when located in a residential district unless a variation is 
granted. Such variations shall be limited to installation of microcell and similar 
technology, and be no less than a reduction to thirty (30) feet in height when located 
in a residential zoning district. 

FE. New wireless telecommunication facilities shall be set back from the nearest 
residential lot line a minimum distance equal to the height of the new wireless 
telecommunication faci li ty tower except when eo -4 ocat i ng co-location on an existing 
public utility structure . Cook County structur e or -e xist i ng structu re and a variation is 
granted. 
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G F. New wireless telecommunication facilities towers excluding the lightning rod, shall 
not exceed one hundred twenty (120) feet in height above curb level or if a co- 
location. extend more than fifteen (151 feet above an existing public utility structure. 
Cook - County structur e or e xisting structur e when located in a residence or 
commercial zoning district unless a variation is granted. 

J4 G. New wireless telecommunication facil i ti e s towers excluding the lighting rod, shall 
not exceed one hundred fifty (150) feet in height above curb level or if a co-location, 
extend more than fifteen (15) feet above an existing public utility structure. Cook 
County structur e or e x i sting structur e when located in an industrial or public zoning 
district unless a variation is granted. 

f H. New wireless telecommunication facilities shall meet or exceed the structural 
standards for steel antenna towers and supporting structures contained in the current 
“Electronic Industries Association/Telecommunications Industries Association 222 
Revision Standards”. 

JL New wireless telecommunication facilities proposed for forest preserve property 
and/or public zoning districts must be located on a portion of the site improved and 
used for on-site maintenance or be co-located on an existing Cook County structure . 

1.2 PERMITTED FACILITIES 

A wir ele ss t e l e c om municat i on facility is p e rmitt e d in th e following district. 

A. New wireless telecommunication facilities are permitted in all zoning districts when 
co-located on an existing tower or structure -th e y ar e r e placing an e xisting tow e r or 
structur e , or th e y ar e whol l y conc e al e d w i th i n an e xistin e- s t ructur e . Wh e n r e placin g 
an -e xi s t i ng tow e r, th e n e w tow e r shall b e p e rmitt e d to b e bui l t - to th e maximum h e ight 
allow e d - m -t h e- - und e rlying zon i ng di s trict or a public utility structure subject to 
provisions of this ordinance. 

B. A wireless telecommunication facility necessitating a new tower is permitted in the 
following districts. 

1.2.1 PERMITTED FACILITIES - RESIDENTIAL DISTRICTS 

A. Wireless telecommunication facilities and related accessory structures are permitted 
in single-family residence zoning districts and the residential transition zoning 
district only where the principal use is institutional, er a forest preserve, a - Cook 
County structur e or a co-location on a public utility structure , subject to the 
provisions of this Ordinance. 

B. Wireless telecommunication facilities and related accessory structures are permitted 
in the general residence zoning districts subject to the provisions of this Ordinance. 

1.2.2 PERMITTED FACILITIES - COMMERCIAL, INDUSTRIAL AND PUBLIC 

DISTRICTS 

A. Wireless telecommunication facilities and related accessory structures are permitted 
in commercial, industrial and public zoning districts subject to the provisions of this 
Ordinance. 

1.3 SPECIAL PROVISIONS 

The following special provisions apply to wireless telecommunication facilities. 

A. Wireless telecommunication facilities and related accessory structures may be located 
on zoning lots utilized for another use or improved with other structures or on zoning 
lots where no principal use or structure exists. 
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B. Minimum lot area, lot width and floor area ratio regulations are inapplicable to 
wireless telecommunication facilities and related accessory structures. 

C. One off-street parking space shall be provided on site for each full-time employee 
based upon the maximum number of employees per shift. 

D. Ground, roof and pole mounted antennas shall be screened by fencing, buildings or 
parapets that appear to be an integral part of the building or landscaping so that no 
more than twenty-five (25) percent of the combined tower structure and antenna 
height is visible from grade level of adjoining single-family zoned property. Co- 
location of a n e w wir ele ss t ele communication facility on an e xisting public utility 
structur e or a Cook County structur e is e x e mpt from this prov i s i on^ 

E. Wireless telecommunication facility locations which abut a street, single-family 
residence district or areas with public access, such as forest preserves, shall contain a 
landscape buffer along the property line consisting of at least one row of coniferous 
shrubs spaced not more than three (3) feet on center. Plant materials shall be of a 
variety that will grow to at least five (5) feet in height within two (2) years. Co- 
l ocat i on of a n e w wir ele s s t e l e commun i cat i on facil i ty on an e xisting public utility 
structur e or a Cook County structur e is e x e mpt from th i s - nrov isi o Pr 

F. Applicants shall preserve existing vegetation on a proposed wireless 
telecommunication facility site to the greatest extent possible and shall not remove 
any trees exceeding four (4) inches diameter either prior or subsequent to the 
issuance of a permit. Applicants shall submit a landscaping plan to the Department of 
Building and Zoning for the removal of trees exceeding four (4) inches in diameter. 

G. Wireless telecommunication facilities shall be either a galvanized finish or painted 
gray above the surrounding treeline and painted green, black or similar color below 
the existing or landscaped treeline to blend into the natural surroundings. 

H. Wireless telecommunication facilities, including anchor posts and supporting wires, 
and all necessary structures, shall be completely surrounded by fencing at least six (6) 
feet in height. The fence shall contain a locked gate at the junction of the access way 
and a public thoroughfare. 

1.4 CONDITIONS AND RESTRICTIONS 

The Zoning Board of Appeals may recommend to the Board of Commissioners such 

conditions and restrictions upon the premises benefited by a variation as may be necessary to 

reduce or minimize the effect of the variation upon other properties in the neighborhood and 

to better carry out the general intent of this Ordinance. (Amend. Ord. 02-0-24, 07-09-02) 

1.5 ACTION BY THE COOK COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 

A. Final action shall not be taken by the Cook County Board of Commissioners on an 
application for a variation until the Zoning Board of Appeals’ findings of fact and 
recommendations have been received. 

B. Variations in e xc e ss of t e n (10) p e rc e nt shall be passed by a favorable vote of three 
quarters (3/4) of all Members of the Cook County Board of Commissioners in cases 
where the Zoning Board of Appeals has not recommended the variation. 

C. Applications for variations shall be deemed denied if the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners has not taken final action’ within sixty (60) days of receiving the 
Zoning Board of Appeals’ findings and recommendations. The sixty (60) day period 
may be extended if a request for an extension is made by the applicant or by a Cook 
County Board Commissioner. 

D. The Cook County Board of Commissioners may impose conditions and restrictions 
upon a variation in order to assure that the public health, safety and welfare is 
adequately protected. (Amend. Ord. 02-0-24, 07-09-02) 
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1.6 ENFORCEMENT OF ORDINANCE 

The Commissioner of Building and Zoning is responsible for enforcement of this Ordinance. 
A person, firm or corporation, and their agents, employees or contractors who violate, 
disobey or refuse to comply with any provision of this Ordinance shall be subject to fines, 
penalties and injunctive relief as provided in Article 13 of the Cook County Zoning 
Ordinance of 2001.

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Commissioner Goslin stated that his concern is individual’s operating a flea market sale out of their 
garage sales.

Mr. Wlodarski replied the applicants would have to come downtown to obtain a permit. The Building 
and Zoning Department does not have full-time staff at the court houses. 

Chairman Silvestri suggested that the Building and Zoning Department do more extensive research on the 
issues of permits for garage sales, working with townships and the Sheriffs Office. 

Mr. Wlodarski stated most municipalities issue permits for garage sales. The Building and Zoning 
Department would find it difficult enforcing the ordinance in judging household items as a garage sale. 
There are no overtime funds available for weekend inspections of garage sale items.

Ladies and Gentlemen: 

Your Committee on Finance of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met pursuant to notice on 
Thursday, June 27, 2006, at the hour of 10:00 A.M. in the Board Room, Room 569. County Building, 118 
North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois, to consider transfers of funds between accounts, as requested by 
various departments of County government. 

Chairman Daley announced an agenda has been distributed which outlines the order of consideration of 
the transfer of funds. 

At the request of Chairman Daley, Donna Dunnings, Director of the Department of Budget and 
Management Services, gave an overview of the transfer of funds requests. Ms. Dunnings stated this 
year's transfer of funds rate, at 0.78%, is the lowest rate of transfer in the past five years. Ms. Dunnings 
referred to Volume 1, and noted the Summary of Transfer Amounts by Bureau includes the percentage of 
each transfer, as well as the percentage of their budget. 
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Commissioner Quigley inquired whether Ms. Dunnings is confident that the shortfalls that were discussed 
in the prior meeting will be overcome this year. 

Ms. Dunnings referenced a series of contracts approved at the June 20, 2006 Board meeting submitted by 
the Bureau of Health Services. She further stated the Bureau of Health Services has broadened its 
revenue enhancement initiative; they are aggressively pursuing the recovery of Supplemental Security 
Income/Social Security Disability Income funds. Additionally, in April 2006 the Board approved a 
resolution, which provides for the issuance of a monthly revenue report. In compliance with this 
resolution, the commissioners are receiving a monthly update of these activities. 


Commissioner Quigley inquired as to what the Bureau’s shortfall was last year. 

Walter K. Knorr, Count}' Comptroller, replied the shortfall was $60 million in patient fees. There was an 
additional IGT (Intergovernmental Transfer) payment, and the net shortfall was $40 million. He 
concluded by stating the Bureau of Health Services spent 100% of their budget last year. 

Chairman Daley stated that he had submitted a letter to all of the elected officials and department heads, 
wherein he requested that the commissioners take up at the next Board Meeting the issue of holding 
everyone to 96% of their appropriated funds. He requested that these parties reply to the letter today or 
before the next board meeting. 

Vice Chairman Steele voiced concern that Cook County vendors not be sacrificed in this reserving 
process. 

Chairman Daley replied that this would not occur, and that contractual obligations would not be affected. 

Commissioner Hansen inquired whether any of the funds could be used in the 2007 Budget. 

Thomas J. Glaser, Chief Financial Officer. Bureau of Finance, replied in the negative. Mr. Glaser further 
stated that the accrued surplus in the 110 Account (Salaries & Wages of Regular Employees) is as of the 
first pay period in June. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s inquiry, Ms. Dunnings stated that the amount of transfers under 
$25,000 totals $225,538: the amount of transfers over $25,000. totals $23.871.278. She further stated that 
these figures would be provided to the Board for the 2007 Transfer of Funds meeting. 

Ms. Dunnings replied that various departments have assured her that these funds will cover budgetary 
needs until commencement of fiscal year 2007. 

In response to Commissioner Goslin’s question regarding the budget process. Ms. Dunnings responded 
the budget is not a zero-based budget; each new budget is developed using the previous year's budget as a 
guide. 

Chairman Daley clarified the fiscal year began December 1, 2005, and that this transfer of funds meeting 
is based on the previous seven months of the current fiscal year. 

Commissioner Peraica made various mid-year transfer observations. He continued by stating since 2002, 
the overall budget has grown; however the percentage of transfers has declined. The decline in the 
amount of transfers is a result of the commissioners restraining departments. 
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The Committee considered requests from various departments to transfer appropriations between 
budgetary accounts. Chairman Daley proceeded to the requests for transfers of funds under $25,000. 
They are as follows:

Commissioner Claypool asked Dr. Winship to explain the purpose of the large transfer amounts into 
overtime. 

Dr. Daniel H. Winship, Chief, Bureau of Health Services, replied that the majority of the funds are being 
allocated to nursing, pharmacy, and laboratory and technology technician positions. These positions are 
difficult to fill because of the market competition and the wages being offered by the Bureau of Health 
Services. Dr. Winship further stated collective bargaining agreements also impact the need for this 
transfer. 

Commissioner Quigley inquired what overtime reduction measures are being pursued. 

Dr. Winship replied that the Bureau of Health Services has an overtime reduction plan, which is reviewed 
at least monthly by the Chief Operating Officers and the Chief Medical Officers. 

Chairman Daley announced that Jonathan Rothstein will be meeting with the commissioners individually 
to discuss the status of the collective bargaining agreement currently being negotiated. 

Commissioner Quigley inquired whether a collective bargaining agreement would necessitate further 
transfers of funds. 

Ms. Dunnings replied in the negative. 

Commissioner Collins inquired as to the amount of funds the Bureau of Health Services is allocating to 
agencies that provide temporary employees. 

Dr. Winship replied that the amount is approximately $400,000. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired of John Clark, Chief Financial Officer, Cermak Health Services of Cook 
County, whether the amount being transferred will be sufficient through the end of the fiscal year. 

Mr. Clark replied in the affirmative. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired as to the number and nature of vacancies. 

Mr. Clark replied that Cermak Health Services of Cook County currently has approximately 45 vacancies, 
namely nurses, radiology technicians, etc. 
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Ms. Dunnings provided the following clarification that the funds being transferred out of the 110 account 
are earned surplus (budgeted pay from the vacancies not otherwise being utilized) through the first pay 
period in June. 

Mr. Clark specified that the recent Joint Commission on Accreditation of Flealthcare Organizations 
(JCAHO) accreditation required overtime work; and that Cermak Health Services of Cook County 
currently has fifty-five vacant positions, including part-time vacancies. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired as to the demand for health services at Cermak. 

Mr. Clark replied that the sickness acuity level has risen; on average three hundred patients go through 
intake daily. Those who are treatable remain; the others are transferred to Stroger Hospital of Cook 
County or Provident Hospital of Cook County. Ten to sixteen dialysis patients are at Cermak at any 
given time. 

Mr. Clark replied that the overtime was spent in the Medical Records department, where staffing is 
limited. Also, Cermak is not reimbursed when it provides photocopying for medical records requested by 
the courts and the State’s Attorney’s Office. 

Ms. Dunnings presented the following clarification regarding the term, ‘'administrator”, as shown on page 
1-9 of the Budget Book. The budget is divided into business units. One of these business units is entitled. 
“Administration.” This unit includes administrative positions, as well as support positions for those 
administrative positions. 

In response to Commissioner Sims’ concern regarding the use of overtime by the Bureau of Health 
Services. Dr. Winship noted that the Bureau has substantially lowered its use, from $55 million in 2004, 
to $46 million in 2005 and, for the first seven months in this year, only $20 million. 

In response to Commissioner Peraica’s inquiry, Sidney A. Thomas, Acting Chief Operating Officer, 
Ambulatory and Community Health Network of Cook County (ACHN), stated that pharmacy and 
radiology were transferred to Stroger Hospital of Cook County in the 2005 Budget. ACHN no longer 
manages the outpatient pharmacy or radiology services. 

Commissioner Quigley inquired as to the DuSable and Austin High School clinics. 

Mr. Thomas replied that these clinics will now be serving a larger population of four schools each. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired whether the percentage allocations for the five suburban clinics will 
remain the same into the 2007 fiscal year, and whether these clinics will continue to provide the same 
level of service. 

Mr. Thomas replied in the affirmative. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired whether any cuts are planned. 

Mr. Thomas replied in the negative. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired what the purpose is for the transfer of $920,563 in funds from Budgetary 
Unit 898. 
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Dr. Winship replied that this is the same type of transfer as the one Mr. Clark described. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired how many vacancies the Bureau of Health Services currently has. 

Dr. Winship replied that the Bureau of Health Services currently has approximately 600 vacancies. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired why the transfer rate into Account 260 has risen from $400,000 in 2005 
to $2,320,000 in 2006. 

Dr. Winship replied that this is due to the growth of the mail order pharmacy. The total transfer for the 
year will be $7,300,000 and this will provide enough funding until fiscal year 2007. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired as to the need for the transfer from Provident Hospital of Cook County. 

John A. Fairman, Sr., Chief Operating Officer, Provident Hospital of Cook County, replied that there are 
eighty-five to ninety vacancies in radiology, nursing, and pharmacy. He further stated the transfer is 
needed to also facilitate capital projects as well as the numerous repairs that were dictated by the Joint 
Commission on Accreditation of Healthcare Organizations (JCAHO) and the Illinois Department of 
Public Health. 

In response to Commissioner Peraica’s inquiry regarding the pharmacy, Mr. Fairman replied the 
pharmacy project is ahead of schedule, and will likely open early next year. 

Chairman Daley noted that, on page 345, the number of vacancies is listed as twenty-eight. 

Ms. Dunnings noted that page 345 lists only the vacancies that have been open longer than one year. 

Vice Chairman Steele inquired as to where funds come from when vacant positions are filled. 

Ms. Dunnings replied that funds are transferred from other vacant positions within the same institution. 

Commissioner Peraica asked Johnny C. Brown, Chief Operating Officer, Stroger Hospital of Cook 
County, why the hospital has a $500,000 deficit at mid-year. 

Mr. Brown reiterated the problem that the issue of staffing presents, specifically in nursing, phannacy. 
laboratory, and radiology. 

Commissioner Peraica voiced concern that $7,000,000 will not be enough funds for Stroger Hospital of 
Cook County, given its need for funds so far this year. 

Mr. Brown replied that efficiencies are being implemented in non-patient areas. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired why additional funding is needed for the current parking management 
service. 

Mr. Brown replied that an increase is anticipated in association with the contract renegotiation. 

Alvin Holley, Chief Financial Officer, Bureau of Health Services stated that in October of 2005, it was 
not clear as to what the contract increase would be.

Mr. Brown and Mr. Holley agreed to provide Commissioner Peraica with the total amount of the contract. 

In response to Commissioner Peraica’s questions as to the duration of the contract, Mr. Holley replied that 
the parking management contract is for two years. 

Commissioners Peraica and Quigley voiced concern about the extent to which parking is subsidized by 
non-competitive rates. 

Chairman Daley urged the commissioners to meet with Dr. Winship if they have any further 
recommendations. 

With regard to Budgetary Unit 897, Account 449, “Operation, Maintenance and Repair of Institutional 
Equipment,” Commissioner Peraica inquired as to why the funds are needed, given that Stroger Hospital 
of Cook County is new. 

Mr. Brown stated that the Hospital is five years old, and that warranties have expired, and there are costs 
associated with routine maintenance contracts. 

In response to Commissioner Peraica’s inquiry as to whether the need for these funds is tied to any 
litigation regarding the system that was installed, Mr. Brown replied not to his knowledge. 

Vice Chairman Steele, seconded by Commissioner Murphy, moved approval of the transfer of 
funds request for the Bureau of Health Services. The motion carried. Commissioner Hansen voted 
present, and Commissioners Gorman, Goslin, Peraica, Quigley and Silvestri voted no.

Commissioner Peraica requested that Jerry Robinson, Superintendent, Juvenile Temporary Detention 
Center (JTDC), provide some details regarding the JTDC’s transfer of funds request. 

Mr. Robinson stated that the transfer of funds will be utilized mostly for overtime, which is necessary 
given the thirty-five open positions. Most of these positions are for detention counselors. Other open 
positions include caseworkers, medical department staff, nurses, psychologists and a physician. Recently, 
approximately ten employees were hired. There are approximately 516 positions allocated in the budget, 
and the vacancy rate is approximately 10%. 

Ms. Dunnings provided the following calculation: the cost for salary and benefits for 516 JTDC 
employees, at an average salary of $40,000, and including $8,000 in benefits, would total approximately 
$29,000,000. 

Mr. Robinson further stated that the amount of money that will be required to comply with the 
Supplemental Implementation Plan has not yet been determined. He believes that the amount of money 
required to implement the Memorandum of Agreement has been included in the original budget. The 
JTDC is applying for grants from the Annie E. Casey Foundation and the like, in order to be able to 
upgrade their computer system, and for other projects.

Whenever the President transmits to the Board of Commissioners a written declaration that 
he/she is unable to discharge the powers and duties of the office due to health or other 
reasons; then the Board shall select and appoint one of their number to serve as Acting 
President until the President transmits a written declaration to the Board of Commissioners 
that he/she is able to discharge the powers and duties of the office of the President. The 
Acting President shall have all of the responsibilities, powers and duties of the office of the 
President while serving as Acting President. The President shall continue to receive the pay 
and benefits of the Office of the President during any such temporary absence.

Chairman Collins stated that today’s meeting was for informational purposes only, and that the 
Committee would hear from the following offices: State’s Attorney’s Office, Contract Compliance 
Department, Purchasing Department and Cook County Comptroller.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

MINORITY AND WOMEN-OWNED BUSINESS ENTERPRISE 
COMPLIANCE RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, Cook County is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article VII 
Section 6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution, and as such may exercise any power and 
perform any function pertaining to its government and affairs; and 
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WHEREAS, it is the policy of the County of Cook to create equal opportunities in the award 
of or participation in County contracts and to eliminate arbitrary barriers to full and equitable 
opportunities for participation, as both prime and sub-contractors, in such contracts by 
businesses certified as MBEs and WBEs; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners has adopted a Minority and Women- 
Owned Business Enterprise Ordinance (“MBE/WBE Ordinance”) which establishes a goal of 
awarding not less than thirty-five percent (35%) of the annual total dollar amount of County 
contracts to certified MBEs and WBEs; and 

WHEREAS, set backs from a 2000 Federal court case, 123 F. Supp. 2d 1087 (N.D. III. 
2000), which invalidated some set aside programs for MBEs and WBEs, has resulted in a 
continuous decrease in the number of MBE and WBE participation in County contracts; and 

WHEREAS, while there has been some efforts made in bringing the County’s Ordinance in 
compliance with Federal law and moving toward reaching the County’s goal of creating equal 
opportunity in the award of or participation in County contracts the urgency of the situation 
and the difficulty of minority businesses to stay open due to the heavy reliance on County 
contracts calls for the need of a public hearing to address the concerns of the County, MBEs 
and WBEs. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that a public hearing be conducted by the 
Business and Economic Committee to determine the County’s compliance with the 
MBE/WBE Ordinance and federal law on MBE and WBE contract participation, to get 
proper feed back from MBE and WBE participants, and to ascertain what can be done to 
create greater opportunities for MBE and WBE participation in County contracts including 
professional service contracts. 

*Referred to the Business and Economic Development Committee on 06/20/06. 

Chairman Collins called on Patrick T. Driscoll. Jr.. Deputy State’s Attorney, Chief, Civil Actions Bureau, 
State’s Attorney’s Office, to address the Committee. 

Patrick Driscoll stated that in 1996 a lawsuit was filed against Cook County challenging the 
Minority/Women Business Preference Ordinance, it was filed by contractors and challenged only the 
constitutionality of the Ordinance as it relates to construction projects. A trial was held in 2000 before 
Judge Gready in the United States District Court. The court entered an order invalidating the Ordinance, 
finding that it was unconstitutional as it applied to construction contracts. It has not been enforced since 
the year 2000; at this time it only applies to non-construction contracts. The decision was appealed to the 
United States Court of Appeals, and in July of 2001 the Federal Court of Appeals in Chicago affirmed 
Judge Gready’s decision, finding that his analysis was correct that there wasn’t sufficient evidence shown 
during the trial to justify the percentages that were set aside for women and minority business owners. 
Further, there was a companion case brought against the City of Chicago by the same plaintiffs that was 
tried before Judge Moran several years ago; Judge Moran found that the City of Chicago’s Ordinance as it 
relates to construction projects had the same evidentiary deficiencies as the Cook County Ordinance. 

Chairman Collins called on Betty Hancock Perry. Office of Contract Compliance, to address the 
Committee. 
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Ms. Hancock Perry stated that in the past year the Office of Contract Compliance reviewed and revised 
the certification process. The Office of Contract Compliance has revised the procedure for contract 
review and monitoring. Further, her staff is responsible for certification, contract reviewing, and contract 
monitoring and processing for all of Cook County. In the past year the Office of Contract Compliance 
looked at how it could improve the process; one of the things was to take the certification process and 
review it line-by-line and make sure that the information that was being requested from vendors is in fact 
information that will help the Office of Contract Compliance make a determination as to whether or not 
the company is owned and controlled by a woman or a minority individual. In the area of construction, 
the Ordinance was struck down with regards to women and minority business enterprises being involved 
in construction or being included. Over the past year the Office of Contract Compliance has looked at the 
process and determined that while the participation may not be as high as it was in previous years there 
still is substantial participation for women and minorities in construction. Ms. Hancock Perry stated that 
the Office of Contract Compliance is implementing a new training program for purchasing individuals 
who are within Cook County and using departments. A training session has been set up for individuals to 
come in on a bi-weekly basis to work together with the Office of Contract Compliance. The Office of 
Contract Compliance can only do what is intended in the Ordinance. 

Chairman Collins called Janet K. Williams, Contract Administrator, Office of the Purchasing Agent, to 
address the Committee. 

Ms. Williams stated that the Office of the Purchasing Agent is the agency that procures goods and 
services at the best market price for all of Cook County agencies. There are approximately 55 employees 
in the Office of the Purchasing Agent and the website provides a listing of all the current bid proposals. 
There are four types of contracts that the Office of the Purchasing Agent deals with: 1) the open market 
or request for quotes are contracts that are under $25,000, are informal bids which are awarded to the 
lowest bidder meeting specifications, are not awarded by the County Board, and the quotes are solicited 
and received by mail, fax or telephone; 2) sole source contracts are contracts of any amount, but those 
contracts are for commodities that must be available only through one manufacturer or they are 
specialized items. Board authorization that is required, and it takes about four to six weeks to be 
processed; 3) formal bids are requests for bids, are for items over $25,000, awarded to the lowest 
responsive bidder meeting specifications, are a sealed bid process in which vendors are solicited through a 
vendors list. Board authorization is required, and those contracts take approximately six to eight weeks to 
be processed; and 4) Request for Proposals (RFP) are handled directly by the individual using 
departments. Ms. Williams listed some recommendations for the contractors: make sure that the entire 
contract is completed; if the contract requires site inspection then be sure to attend; the contract must 
comply with the MBE/WBE participation (the only contracts that do not require that are open market 
contract under $25,000; read the special conditions and the specification pages before putting in the 
amounts; comply with the specifications as they are written; complete the execution forms; and if the 
contractor is a local Cook County business make sure the space is checked. 

Chairman Collins asked Randolph M. Johnston, Assistant State’s Attorney, Deputy Supervisor, 
Transactions and Health Law Unit, State’s Attorney’s Office, to address the Committee regarding the 
RFP process. 

Mr. Johnston stated that the RFP process is an alternative process. The RFP process is meant if you’re in 
essence going to purchase the company’s reputation, the company’s prior performance because there is a 
unique need for the particular type of service. Cook County has an RFP process which lets prospective 
proposers know that a County agency is interested and a packet exists with information describing the 
services being sought and instructions to the proposer on how the proposal is to be put together and 
submitted to the County. The using department will often develop a committee to evaluate the proposals 
that are received. Once the process is completed and the using department has identified one or more

vendors, the vendors are notified and then the County enters into a process of negotiating a contract with 
those prospective vendors and then the contract would have to go through the normal contracting process.

COOK COUNTY JUVENILE TEMPORARY DETENTION CENTER STATUS 

WHEREAS, Cook County is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article VII 
Section 6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution, and as such may exercise any power and 
perform any function pertaining to its government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County government has the responsibility for funding, operating and 
monitoring the Cook County Juvenile Temporary Detention Center; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners is committed to insuring the safety 
and welfare of minors in accordance with Federal, State and local ordinances on juvenile 
detention; and 

WHEREAS, over the past several years there has been increasing allegations in reference to 
the treatment of children, the quality of staff, management and operating procedures which 
has resulted in litigation; and 

WHEREAS, the parties to litigation have been in talks to resolve the concerns over the 
Juvenile Temporary Detention Center; and 

WHEREAS, the Federal Court approved an Agreed Supplemental Order between the 
litigants; and 

WHEREAS, it is essential that the Board review and ascertain the fiscal impact of 
implementation of the May 2006 Agreed Supplemental Order on the FY07 budget; and 

WHEREAS, it is also essential that the Board review the 2002 Memorandum of Agreement, 
the Juvenile Detention Alternative Initiative (JDA1) Self-Assessment Report, the 
Implementation Plan, legal fees, and the progress made towards implementing the 
requirements as set forth in the May 2006 Agreed Supplemental Order, the 2002 
Memorandum of Agreement and the recommendations as set forth in the JDAI Self- 
Assessment Report, the Annie E. Casey Foundation Report and the John Howard Association 
Report. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that this Board conduct a public hearing in 
which the above mentioned documents and issues are reviewed and addressed. 

Note: This item was also referred to the Finance Committee. (See Communication No. 
279320.) 

*Referred to the Family Court and Juvenile Detention Center Subcommittee on June 6, 
2006. 
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Commissioner Peraica asked Patrick T. Driscoll, Jr., Deputy State’s Attorney, Chief, Civil Actions 
Bureau, State’s Attorney’s Office, to provide some clarification as to the nature and status of the 
implementation plan. 

Mr. Driscoll replied that Michael Mahony and Charles Fasano will continue in their duties; additionally, 
four experts have been retained: Dr. Louis Kraus, Dr. David Roush, Carl Sanneti and Dr. Michael Cohen. 
Brenda Welsh has been retained as the compliance administrator. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired as to who will be paying these individuals. 

Mr. Driscoll replied that the County will be paying these individuals on an hourly basis so as to comply 
with the Agreed Supplemental Order. He emphasized that arrangements for these personnel are the result 
of lengthy negotiations among plaintiffs’ attorneys, the Juvenile Temporary Detention Center (JTDC) 
personnel and County representatives. He further emphasized that these experts possess extensive 
experience in the areas of corrections, psychiatric and medical operations and the like. He stated that all 
of the individuals involved are working toward an implementation plan that is practicable and in 
compliance with the Memorandum of Agreement. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired whether the fact that Mr. Mahoney will not only be evaluating the 
conditions but also monitoring them presents a conflict of interest. 

Mr. Driscoll replied in the negative, stating that he believes that Mr. Mahoney is both an objective and 
able individual. He noted Mr. Mahoney’s numerous years of experience in the area of corrections, his 
work as former Director of the John Howard Association, and the fact that he is one of the court monitors 
on the Duran case. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired whether these individuals would be evaluating the conditions and then 
consulting with the appropriate residents, employees and Cook County officials. 

Mr. Driscoll affirmed this, and stated that such activity is ongoing. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired whether this investigation would result in a written plan. 

Mr. Driscoll replied in the affirmative. He stated that this plan would be shared with everyone and that 
hopefully, with the input of all of the individuals involved, it would be possible to implement this plan 
within six months. He stated that he believes everything is on schedule. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired which segments of the operations will be studied. 

Mr. Driscoll replied that all aspects of the Juvenile Temporary Detention Center will be studied, including 
discipline, staffing and administration. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired whether the retained experts will be involved in the transfer of 
administrative control of medical and psychological services to the Bureau of Health Services. 

Mr. Driscoll replied that the medical doctors being retained will have input into this matter. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired whether the deadlines are reasonable and whether the JTDC is on 
schedule in terms of compliance. 
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Mr. Driscoll replied in the affirmative. 

Commissioner Quigley inquired whether those employees of the JTDC who abused residents are 
receiving training. 

Mr. Driscoll replied that Dr. Roush, a retained expert, is currently leading a team of experts in developing 
a curriculum with which to train the individuals named under seal in Doe v. County of Cook. This 
curriculum will be reviewed by the monitors. 

Commissioner Quigley inquired as to the number of individuals named in this document. 

Jerry Robinson, Superintendent, Juvenile Temporary Detention Center, replied that there are 
approximately nineteen individuals on this list. These employees have received two or more allegations 
of abuse. Training is scheduled to begin next week. There will be additional people in the classes. It will 
be about one month. There will be approximately one week of training per individual. 

Commissioner Quigley inquired as to how many employees were fired over abuse infractions. 

Mr. Robinson replied that the list contains approximately nineteen individuals; approximately four or five 
employees were fired. The list extends back four or five years. 

Commissioner Quigley inquired as to the criteria for firing. 

Mr. Robinson replied that the charges have to be sustainable during an investigation and hearing. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired as to the names of the two new Deputy Superintendents. 

Mr. Robinson replied that the two new Deputy Superintendents are Maria Szafarczyk and Kevin Anthony 
Ford. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired whether these two individuals are assisting in the day-to-day operations 
and what their responsibilities are. 

Mr. Robinson replied that Mr. Ford is in charge of support services, which includes security and 
custodial. Ms. Seafarczyk is responsible for training and special programs. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired whether the electronic timekeeping equipment is operational. 

Mr. Robinson replied in the negative and explained that they are still completing the definition files but 
that the equipment should be operational this summer. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired as to the number of employees. 

Mr. Robinson replied that the total number is 400 over three shifts. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired whether this figure is higher or lower since Mr. Robinson’s arrival. 

Mr. Robinson replied that the total number has fluctuated. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired whether Mr. Robinson expects an increase in employees before the 2007 
budget. 
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Mr. Robinson replied that he expects an increase of approximately between twenty and twenty-five 
employees over the course of the next few months. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired whether Mr. Robinson expects to have the electronic timekeeping system 
functional by August. 

Mr. Robinson replied in the affirmative. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired whether the system utilizes fingerprints or whether it is a swipe card 
system. 

Mr. Robinson replied that it is a combination of both, and is called a "biometric” system. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired whether the payroll function will be handled on-site or through the 
Comptroller’s Office. 

Mr. Robinson replied that this function will become part of FMIS; the JTDC time keeping staff will 
review the information to make sure it is correct, but then the information will automatically go 
downtown to the main frame. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired as to what inventory system has been put into place to handle incoming 
kitchen supplies. 

Mr. Robinson replied that the BOSS System is currently in operation and fully implemented. 

Commissioner Peraica asked Mr. Robinson to explain any alterations being made to the food delivery 
system as it concerns the residents. 

Mr. Robinson replied that the JTDC is implementing a tray system; the trays will be kept warm in a cart 
and will be brought up to the living units. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired whether Cook County employees will be fed from the same kitchen free- 
of-charge. 

Mr. Robinson replied that they presently are and that this will continue. 

Chairman Collins inquired whether the deficiencies being currently addressed stem from the 2002 
"Memorandum of Agreement.” 

Mr. Robinson replied that the majority do not. 

Chairman Collins requested that Mr. Robinson explain what has been undertaken in order to comply with 
the recently issued "Agreed Supplemental Order.” 

Mr. Robinson replied that one week ago meetings with the experts began. He has set up a schedule for 
the experts to meet with the JTDC’s personnel in order to receive input for writing a plan. The plan is 
expected to be in place by the end of the two month proscribed period. One of the experts and the 
compliance administrator have already been there two weeks. Another expert arrives Thursday to focus 
on other areas of training. The mental health expert. Dr. Kraus, was at the JTDC last week. Dr. Cohen is 
expected to arrive next week; he will focus on the medical portion of the "supplemental order.” 
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Commissioner Peraica inquired whether one of the Deputy Superintendents will be addressing janitorial 
issues. 

Mr. Robinson replied in the affirmative. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired whether there is a plan being developed to ensure the cleanliness of the 
facility. 

Mr. Robinson replied that, in addition to maintenance cleaning, an intensive cleaning is performed 
quarterly. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired whether there is any plan for a multi-year capital improvement plan. 

Mr. Robinson replied in the negative, and stated that there is, however, a work order system in place. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired whether the transfer to the Bureau of Health Services of the 
administration of the medical, dental and psychiatric services that are provided to detainees had taken 
place. 

Mr. Robinson replied in the negative. He added that under the “Agreed Supplemental Order,” a period of 
seventy-five days is allowed for the completion of this transfer. The process is well under way; several 
meetings have been held with the Bureau of Health Services as to how the operation is functioning. The 
transition should be completed on schedule. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired whether services will continue to be provided within the structure. 

Mr. Robinson replied in the affirmative. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired as to the nature of the partnership with the Chicago Public School 
System. 

Mr. Robinson replied that the JTDC administration meets regularly with Judith Adams, who is the 
principal of the Nancy B. Jefferson School, which is housed in the JTDC facility. They address different 
programs. Earlier in the year a homework program was initiated. A process was also initiated for those 
juveniles who are on restriction to receive their schoolwork. There are several other educational and 
after-school programs, including tutoring several times per week. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired whether the JTDC staff partners with religious or not-for-profit 
organizations and whether these groups come into the facility. 

Mr. Robinson replied that numerous groups come to and work with the JTDC. A group from the 
University of Illinois comes in to train staff. The Girl Scouts of America come in to work with some of 
the girls. This past week Commissioner Quigley donated funds to bring in several programs; 
Commissioner Steele, Commissioner Suffredin and other commissioners have assisted with bringing in 
programs as well. 

Commissioner Peraica asked Mr. Robinson to enumerate the faith-based programs that come in and work 
with the JTDC. 
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Mr. Robinson replied that several chaplains come in and work with the JTDC, and some churches come 
in to the JTDC on a regular basis to meet with residents. The JTDC is vigilant in identifying faith-based 
programs as well as other programs that can provide assistance to the residents. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired whether the staff directly under him has been providing complete 
information in response to the Attorney GeneraFs subpoenas. 

Mr. Robinson replied in the affirmative. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired whether any data has been impossible to locate. 

Mr. Robinson replied that to his knowledge there has been no such unlocatable data. 

Commissioner Silvestri inquired whether the JTDC is considering putting together any citizen advisory, 
civic, oversight or policy board. 

Mr. Robinson replied that a local school council does exist. Also, there are two initiatives being 
undertaken: under the urging of the President, the JTDC is working with the Chicago Bar Association to 
make recommendations; and the JTDC has developed a list of individuals to comprise an advisory board. 

Commissioner Silvestri inquired as to what types of individuals and groups are being solicited for this 
board. 

Mr. Robinson replied that every community and citizen group is welcome to submit recommendations. 

Commissioner Silvestri recommended that, in addition to lawyers, individuals from charitable, civic and 
social work groups be solicited. 

Commissioner Silvestri inquired whether this board will be set and permanent. 

Mr. Robinson replied that this has not been determined yet; the JTDC is still in the early stages of 
forming this board. He reiterated that there are a number of groups that come in to meet with the kids and 
with the administration to make recommendations. 

Commissioner Silvestri urged the formation of a formalized board or committee to make 
recommendations to the JTDC. 

Chairman Collins urged that the JTDC consult the Annie E. Casey Foundation and their written reports 
when forming the implementation plan. She inquired whether this would present any legal problems. 

Mr. Driscoll replied in the negative. He further explained that Dr. Raush is associated with the Annie E. 
Casey Foundation, and that he will be a link in terms of information to the Annie E. Casey Foundation. 

Commissioner Suffredin requested that Mr. Robinson submit to the Board the resumes of the four experts 
and also the resume of the woman who was appointed who had worked in DuPage County. 

Mr. Robinson agreed to provide these resumes. 

Commissioner Suffredin asked for a clarification as to the JTDC’s policy regarding textbooks and writing 
instruments. 
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Mr. Robinson replied that hard-covered textbooks, pencils and pens are not allowed upstairs, because they 
can be used as weapons. Efforts are made to ensure that the children get to the library to access whatever 
books they need. Pencils are supplied for the writing of homework, grievances, letters, etc., and are taken 
back when the need for them is over. 

Commissioner Suffredin asked for confirmation that no one keeps the children from books or from the 
opportunity to do their homework. 

Mr. Robinson confirmed this. 

Commissioner Suffredin suggested that the JTDC work with the Chicago Board of Education on possibly 
obtaining soft-bound books. 

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Peraica, moved the approval of 
Communication No. 279319. The motion carried.

I herewith submit to the Clerk of the Cook County Board of Commissioners, for approval by 
the Board of Commissioners, a proposed ordinance enacting a Code of Ordinances of Cook 
County, Illinois. 

The following is a synopsis of the Proposed Ordinance. 

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

AN ORDINANCE ADOPTING AND ENACTING THE CODE OF ORDINANCES OF 
COOK COUNTY, ILLINOIS AND PROVIDING FOR PENALTIES FOR 
VIOLATION THEREOF AND FOR THE AMENDMENT AND REPEAL OF 
CERTAIN COOK COUNTY ORDINANCES 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners of Cook County, Illinois (“Board”), is the 
legislative body of the County of Cook (“County”), a home rule unit of local government as 
provided for in the Illinois Constitution of 1970, and in this capacity the Board adopts 
Ordinances and Resolutions which apply within and pertain to the affairs of the County; and 

WHEREAS, the Ordinances and Resolutions adopted by the Board are numbered and made 
available to the public by the Clerk of Cook County, Illinois; and 

WHEREAS, the Board desires to adopt a codified version of its Ordinances and Resolutions 
which shall be known as the “Code of Ordinances of Cook County, Illinois” or the “Cook 
County Code,” utilizing subject matter divisions and a convenient numbering system 
reviewed by the State’s Attorney of Cook County and approved by the Board; and 
WHEREAS, this Board desires that the Cook County Code be published and updated 
regularly, and has contracted with the Municipal Code Corporation to perform these functions 
and to make the Cook County Code available to the public on the internet through a link 
placed on the County’s website located at www.cookcountygov.com and the Cook County 
Clerk’s website located at www.cookctvclerk.com ; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Code, as adopted by this Ordinance, includes provisions for 
the amendment and repeal of Ordinances and Resolutions previously adopted by the Board 
and for the continued validity of certain Ordinances and Resolutions previously adopted by 
the Board, and also includes provision for the imposition of penalties for violations of the 
Cook County Code. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 
OF COOK COUNTY, ILLINOIS, AS FOLLOWS: 
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Section 1. Designation of Adopting Ordinance. 

Section 2. Adoption of Code. 

Section 3. Legislation of a General and Permanent Nature. 

Section 4. Ordinances Omitted from Code Saved. 

Section 5. Additions or Amendments to Cook County Code; Supplements. 

Section 6. Penalties for Code Violations. 

Section 7. Exercise of Home Rule Authority. 

Section 8. Effective Date.

Commissioner Suffredin, seconded by Commissioner Peraica, moved the approval of 
Communication No. 275835. 

Commissioner Suffredin requested that James L. Eidridge, Jr., Chief Administrative Officer, Bureau of 
Administration, and ASA Helen Haynes. Supervisor, Transactions and Health Law Unit, State’s 
Attorney’s Office, make some remarks regarding the process that has lead up to this Ordinance. 

Mr. Eidridge stated that this project was made a priority by President Stroger. This compiled and codified 
code will not only be invaluable to the legal profession, but also to all the citizens of Cook County. As 
directed through an amendment in the 1996 budget, industrial engineers prepared a legislative reference 
bureau study in which the primary recommendation was to codify the County’s ordinances prior to 
establishing a legislative reference bureau. Codifying the County Code was the task which this group was 
directed to accomplish. I have to emphasize the amount of effort that went into codifying the County’s 
code. This group has been working together for over two years on this project and has put in hundreds of 
hours. This project would not have moved forward without the tremendous effort and resources of the 
State’s Attorney’s Office. They were instrumental in reviewing every single word in the Code. Also 
playing major roles in this project were the following people: Jack Weinrauch, Assistant to the President; 
Jerry Pray, Industrial Engineer; Elizabeth Reidy, Deputy Bureau Chief, Civil Actions Bureau, State’s 
Attorney’s Office; Sara Hynes, Assistant State’s Attorney, State’s Attorney’s; Office; Joy Wykowski, 
Deputy Clerk, Clerk of the Board; Benny Martin, Executive Law Librarian; Hollis Hanover. General 
Counsel, Office of Commissioner Larry Suffredin; Michelle Devine, former Director of 
Intergovernmental Relations, Office of Commissioner Larry Suffredin. Additionally, 1 would like to give 
special recognition to Catherine Maras O'Leary, Chief Information Officer, Bureau of Information 
Technology and Automation; Karen Griffin, Assistant to the Chief Information Officer; Laura Lechowicz 
Felicione, Special Assistant to the President; Michelle Harris, Secretary to the Board; Tom O’ Brien, 
Assistant to Commissioner Hansen; Debbie Santana, Assistant to Commissioner Carl Hansen; and Roger 
Meiriam, Municipal Code Corporation, who was responsible for preparing the County Code document. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Haynes stated that she would reserve her remarks for the discussion of the 
amendments.

MOTION TO AMEND PROPOSED COOK COUNTY CODE 

It is hereby moved that the proposed Cook County Code, which is attached to the 
proposed Cook County Code Adoption Ordinance of 2006, be amended to include the 
following additions, modifications and corrections: 

The Clerk shall direct that the Municipal Code Corporation make the following changes 
to the text of the "Cook County Code, a Code of Ordinances of Cook County, Illinois,” a 
copy of which is attached to the Cook County Code Adoption Ordinance of 2006. prior 
to its publication to the public: 

Page 46, Section 2-108 (bb). Parliamentary Rules: replace Robert’s Rules reference 
with reference to “Robert’s Rules of Order (Newly Revised, 10th Edition) by Henry M. 
Robert III et al.” 

Page 506. Section 26-31: Insert the acronym ("IEMA”) prior to the word “Act.” 

Page 509: Section 26-72, subsection (b): Delete the word “contained in this article” 
substitute “as provided in Section 15.3 of the Emergency Telephone Systems Act (50 
ILCS 750/1 et seq.).” 

Page 637, Section 34-35, subsection (a), add a last sentence to providing: “The forms of 
the Escrow Agreements shall be maintained by the County Clerk.” Delete the text of the 
forms themselves, beginning with the heading “ESCROW AGREEMENT (GENERAL 
BONDS),” and ending on page 659, immediately above the Section 34-36. 

Page 677, Section 34-121: In the second to last sentence, delete the phrase “at least two- 
thirds” and substitute “the majority.” 

Page 693, Section 34-157: Delete this Section. 

Page 705, Delete Editor’s Note below the heading for Division 6, Minority and Women 
Owned Business Enterprises, and place the text of this note in a footnote immediately 
following the Division 6 heading, without reference to Editor, with the following 
modification: add the phrase “as applied to construction contracts,” following the words 
“ruled unconstitutional.”

Commissioner Suffredin made the following remarks: These additions, modifications and corrections 
represent corrections that the County Clerk’s Office, the State’s Attorney’s Office, and our Contractor 
have found necessary in order to bring this Code into a correct state as we go to passage. Also contained 
in the language are the savings clauses for those ordinances which we are not putting in the code. The 
Building Code is one example. We are going to have to do something about the Building Code. Mr. 
Chairman, you and I have discussed this and it is going to your Committee. We do a lot of references to 
other laws and industry codes I our current Building Code. So rather than try to dislodge that, we are 
maintaining it as it is. There also is a list of resolutions and ordinances which we are not changing; these 
resolutions will stay in effect but will not be in the Code. We will examine and perhaps alter these 
resolutions as we move forward. 

The Vice Chairman asked whether the re-codification will direct people to the Building Code. 

Chairman Suffredin replied in the affirmative.

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AMENDMENT #2 

MOTION TO AMEND AND TO RECOMMEND FOR APPROVAL, AS AMENDED, 

THE COOK COUNTY CODE ADOPTION ORDINANCE OF 2006 

It is hereby moved that the proposed Cook County Code Adoption Ordinance of 2006, 
being considered by the Legislative and Intergovernmental Affairs Committee of the 
Cook County Board of Commissioners on June 27, 2006, be amended as set forth on the 
submitted proposed Ordinance and that such proposed Ordinance, as amended, be 
recommended for approval by the Cook County Board of Commissioners. 

Chairman Suffredin offered the following clarification: In Section 3, page 3 of the Ordinance, for the 
purposes of this code adoption Ordinance of 2006. any legislation adopted by the Board prior to October 
1, 2006, that contains provisions that are of a general and permanent nature, shall be considered an 
Ordinance. Instructions exist in the code directing Commissioners only to present Ordinances, not 
resolutions. 

Commissioner Peraica, seconded by Chairman Suffredin, moved the approval of the Amendment 
#2 to the Ordinance. 

Commissioner Collins inquired whether the “whereas" clauses/purpose/declaration of intent are going to 
be eliminated as a result of this Ordinance. 

Commissioner Suffredin replied that this code includes only an “action” section not, “whereas clauses." 
Another ordinance, drafted by Jack Weinrauch on a Legislative Reference Bureau, is pending. This 
ordinance would create an Office of Legislative Counsel for the Board. Chapter One of the revised Code 
contains instructions regarding how to draft an ordinance, as distinguished from a memorializing 
resolution. I hope in the next budget session we will have legislative counsel to advise us regarding form 
and substance. In the meantime, 1 have asked the State’s Attorney’s Office to work with the 
Commissioners upon the adoption of this Ordinance, to help them understand the format. As a result, we 
should have consistency and it should be easier to amend this Code. This Code will be printed in the 
volumes distributed to all Commissioners in February. It will also be available online and in cd format. 
This presents a tremendous opportunity for the citizens to know the law. This format is the exact same 
format used in the current State of Illinois statutes. 

Vice Chairman Silvestri suggested that the distinction between a resolution and an ordinance could be 
made under the Rules of the Board. 

Chairman Suffredin reiterated the sizable contribution that Jack Weinrauch made to this effort. He 
requested that Assistant State’s Attorney Haynes provide a short overview of the how we got to this point. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Haynes stated that the first motion corrects several errors in the draft. The 
second motion contains general language allowing the Clerk, in collaboration with the State’s Attorney’s 
Office and Mr. Weinrauch’s Office, to instruct Municipal Code Corporation to make certain technical 
changes. When the document is published it will be reader-friendly. This may require some reordering. 
The process started several years ago. We requested that a document with underlining and strikeout be 
generated to show the changes that were made to the original ordinances. In several areas, the ordinances 
are particularly out-of-date. Several ordinances from the Bureau of Health Services and Building Code 
fall into that category. We’ve retained these provisions without including them in the Code, in case you 
wish to update them through the supplement process; Municipal Code Corporation is under contract to 
supplement this periodically. 
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Chairman Suffredin noted that the State of Illinois has a revisory statute that deals with the clean up of 
ordinances. 

Commissioner Peraica stated that an indexing component and a central staff that could work with the 
Commissioners in terms of historical and legislative research would be excellent additions to this system. 

Chairman Suffredin noted that he maintains a legislative library containing all the enactments since he has 
been in office. He is eagerly looking to turn this over to someone who might perform this role or 
someone in Board Secretary Michelle Harris’ office. History of who introduced ordinances, how this was 
amended, when they were passed, in order to give lawyers, judges, etc., the tools they need. 

Vice Chairman Silvestri noted that the effective date of the Ordinance is October 1, 2006. 

Commissioner Peraica, seconded by Commissioner Suffredin, moved the approval of Amendment 
#2 to the Ordinance. The motion carried. 

Chairman Suffredin, seconded by Commissioner Peraica, moved the approval of Communication

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners of Cook County, Illinois (“Board”), is the legislative body of 
the County of Cook (“County”), a home rule unit of local government as provided for in the Illinois 
Constitution of 1970, and in this capacity the Board adopts Ordinances and Resolutions which apply 
within and pertain to the affairs of the County; and 

WHEREAS, the Ordinances and Resolutions adopted by the Board are numbered and made available to 
the public by the Clerk of Cook County, Illinois; and 
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WHEREAS, the Board desires to adopt a codified version of its Ordinances and Resolutions which shall 
be known as the “Code of Ordinances of Cook County, Illinois” or the “Cook County Code,” utilizing 
subject matter divisions and a convenient numbering system reviewed by the State’s Attorney of Cook 
County and approved by the Board: and 

WHEREAS, this Board desires that the Cook County Code be published and updated regularly, and has 
contracted with the Municipal Code Corporation to perform these functions and to make the Cook County 
Code available to the public on the internet through a link placed on the County’s website located at 
www.cookcountygov.com and the Cook County Clerk’s website located at www.cookctvclerk.com : and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Code, as adopted by this Ordinance, includes provisions for the 
amendment and repeal of Ordinances and Resolutions previously adopted by the Board and for the 
continued validity of certain Ordinances and Resolutions previously adopted by the Board, and also 
includes provision for the imposition of penalties for violations of the Cook County Code. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF COOK 
COUNTY, ILLINOIS, AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1. Designation of Adopting Ordinance. This Ordinance, which provides for the adoption of a 
Code of Ordinances of Cook County, Illinois, shall be known as the “Cook County Code Adoption 
Ordinance of 2006.” 

Section 2. Adoption of Code. The document entitled the "Cook County Code, a Code of Ordinances of 
Cook County, Illinois,” a copy of which is submitted herewith, is hereby adopted. The Cook County 
Code shall be binding and effective as to the ordinances included therein. 

Section 3. Legislation of a General and Permanent Nature. For purposes of this Cook County Code 
Adoption Ordinance of 2006, any legislation adopted by the Board that contains provisions that are of a 
general and permanent nature shall be considered an “ordinance” irrespective of any designation of such 
legislation as a “resolution” of the Board. 

Section 4. Ordinances Omitted from Code Saved. Notwithstanding any other the provision of this 
Cook County Code Adoption Ordinance of 2006, any ordinance inadvertently or intentionally omitted 
from the Cook County Code shall be binding and effective as adopted by the County Board and shall be 
maintained on file with the Cook County Clerk. 

Section 5. Additions or Amendments to Cook County Code; Supplements. Ordinances which add to 
or amend the Cook County Code and which are adopted by the Board after November 1, 2005 shall be 
incorporated into the Cook County Code and the Cook County Code shall be deemed to include such 
Ordinances as of the date of their adoption. Such Ordinances shall be published in supplements issued at 
the direction of the Cook County Clerk at least annually and in the manner set forth in the Cook County 
Code. Such Supplements may be incorporated into the primary document known as the Cook County 
Code as directed by the Cook County Clerk and without further action by the Board, as provided in the 
Cook County Code. 

Section 6. Penalties for Code Violations. Unless another penalty is expressly provided in the Cook 
County Code, a violation of any provision of the Code or any rule or regulation adopted in accordance 
therewith shall, upon conviction, be punishable by a fine not exceeding $1,000.00, as provided in Section 
1-10 of the Cook County Code, as adopted. 
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Section 7. Exercise of Home Rule Authority. This Cook County Code Adoption Ordinance of 2006 
and the Cook County Code adopted hereby is an exercise of the home rule powers granted to the County 
of Cook under Article VII, Section 6 of the Illinois Constitution of 1970. 

Section 8. Effective Date. This Cook County Code Adoption Ordinance of 2006 shall be effective upon 
passage.

management and operation of the 69 West Washington Building (the “Building”) pursuant to 
the Management Agreement approved by this Board on August 7, 1997 (the “Contract”), 
previously extended by a first amendment to Management Agreement approved by this Board 
on June 20, 2000, and by a second amendment to Management Agreement approved by this 
Board on July 1, 2003. The contract expires July 31, 2006. 

Submitted with this letter is a copy of the proposal for extension, including a summary of the 
accomplishments of 69 West Washington Management Company during the current term. 
The proposed extension will be on all the terms and conditions contained in the contract, as 
previously amended, including the annual increase based on the Consumer Price Index. 
Currently, the management fee is $ 177.525 per year.

cafeteria for food service to the public and for preparation of meals for delivery to jurors and 
judges. 

Prior to expiration of the contract in 2004, the Office of Capital Planning and Policy had 
proposed a renovation of the kitchen and cafeteria area, and the Board of Commissioners 
approved an extension to the contract on July 13, 2004, expiring June 12, 2006, since re¬ 
bidding the contract was not practical while renovation plans and construction were under 
way. 

Plans are now complete and the Office of Capital Planning and Policy is ready to begin 
construction, which should be completed within nine to twelve months. The cafeteria and 
kitchen areas will not be usable during construction, and food service to the general public 
will not be available. However, the current contractor, Jonette Products Enterprises, Ltd., is 
willing and able to provide meals forjudges and jurors service from $3.89 per judge’s meal 
and $3.83 perjury meal, which represents the base amount established in the contract, with a 
cost of living increase annually. In addition, the number of meals required has increased 
from approximately 66,365 in 2001 to 105,000 today, due to the increased number of trials 
occurring as the judiciary attempts to reduce the backlog of cases. 

Under the terms of the First Amendment, the contract with the current vendor would be 
extended for a period of one year, and increased to provide for the increased number of meals 
and the CPI increase. Rent paid under the contract by the vendor will be waived once 
construction commences, since the space will be unavailable for use.

I transmit herewith a proposed Ordinance to be considered by this Honorable Body. 

This Ordinance has been recommended by the Department of Labor of the State of Illinois, pursuant to 
the Wages of Employees on Public Works (Prevailing Wage Act, Illinois Revised Statutes, codified as 
amended. 820 ILCS 130/1 et seq. (1993). formerly Ill. Rev. Stat., Ch. 48, par. 39s-1 et seq.).

ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the State of Illinois has enacted "An Act regulating wages of laborers, mechanics and other 
workers employed in any public works by the State, county, city or any public body or any political 
subdivision or by any one under contract for public works," approved June 26, 1941, codified as 
amended. 820 ILCS 130/1 et seq. (1993), formerly Ill. Rev. Stat., Ch. 48. par. 39s-1 et seq.; and 
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WHEREAS, the aforesaid Act requires that the Board of Commissioners of the County of Cook 
investigate and ascertain the prevailing rate of wages as defined in said Act for laborers, mechanics and 
other workers in the locality of said County employed in performing construction of public works, for 
said County. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS OF THE COUNTY OF COOK: 

Section 1. To the extent and as required by "An Act regulating wages of laborers, mechanics and other 
workers employed in any public works by the State, county, city or any public body or any political 
subdivision or by any one under contract for public works," approved June 26, 1941, as amended, the 
general prevailing rate of wages in this locality for laborers, mechanics and other workers engaged in the 
construction of public works coming under the jurisdiction of this County is hereby ascertained to be the 
same as the prevailing rate of wages for construction work in the Cook County area as determined by the 
Department of Labor of the State of Illinois as of June 2005 2006 . a copy of that determination being 
submitted hereto and incorporated herein by reference. As required by said Act, any and all revisions of 
the prevailing rate of wages by the Department of Labor of the State of Illinois shall supersede the 
Department's June determination and apply to any and all public works construction undertaken by the 
County of Cook. The Definition of any terms appearing in this Ordinance which are also used in 
aforesaid Act shall be the same as in said Act. 

Section 2. Nothing herein contained shall be construed to apply said general prevailing rate of wages as 
herein ascertained to any work or employment except public works construction of this County to the 
extent required by the aforesaid Act. 

Section 3. The Bureau of Human Resources shall publicly post or keep available for inspection by any 
interested party in the main office of this Bureau of Human Resources (County) this determination or any 
revisions of such prevailing rate of wage. A copy of this determination or of the current revised 
determination of prevailing rate of wages then in effect shall be attached to all contract specifications. 

Section 4. The Clerk shall mail a copy of this determination to any employer, and to any association of 
employers and to any person or association of employees who have filed their names and addresses, 
requesting copies of any determination stating the particular rates and the particular class of workers 
whose wages will be affected by such rates. 

Section 5. The Bureau of Human Resources shall promptly file a certified copy of this Ordinance with 
both the Secretary of State Index Division and the Department of Labor of the State of Illinois. 

Section 6. The Bureau of Human Resources shall cause to be published in a newspaper of general 
circulation within the area a copy of this Ordinance, and such publication shall constitute notice that the 
determination is effective and that this is the determination of this public body. 

Section 7. The Purchasing Agent of Cook County shall specify in the call for bids in any contract for 
public works that the general prevailing rate of wages in the locality for each craft or type of laborer or 
mechanic needed to execute the contract to perform such work, also the general prevailing rate for legal 
holiday and overtime work as ascertained by the Bureau of Human Resources, shall be paid for each craft 
or type of work needed to execute the contract or to perform such work. The Purchasing Agent in 
awarding the contract shall cause to be inserted in the contract a stipulation to the effect that not less than 
the prevailing rate of wages, as found by the Bureau of Human Resources, shall be paid to all laborers, 
workers and mechanics performing work under the contract, and the Purchasing Agent shall also require 
in all such contractor's bonds that the contract include such provision as will guarantee the faithful 
performance of such prevailing wage clause as provided by the contract. 
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Section 8. In the case of any underpayment of the prevailing wage, a penalty of 20% of the 
underpayment shall be assessed against the contractor or subcontractor; and the 20% penalty shall be 
payable to the Illinois Department of Labor. Any underpayment that has not been repaid to a worker 
within thirty-days of violation is subject to an additional 2% of the underpayment as a punitive damage 
assessment. This is payable to the worker. 

Section 9. There is an automatic two (2) year debarment of any contractor or subcontractor found to 
have violated the Act on two (2) separate occasions. An affected contractor or subcontractor may request 
the Department to hold a hearing on the alleged violations within ten (10) days notification of the second 
violation.

ORDINANCE 

An Ordinance authorizing the execution of an agreement for a line of credit and related 

documents and the issuance of one or more promissory notes in connection therewith. 

WHEREAS, Section 6(a) of Article VII of the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois provides 
that "a County which has a Chief Executive Officer elected by the electors of the County ... (is) a Home 
Rule Unit” and The County of Cook. Illinois (the “County”), has a Chief Executive Officer elected by the 
electors of the County and is therefore a Home Rule Unit and may, under the power granted by said 
Section 6(a) of Article VU of the Constitution of 1970, as supplemented by the Local Government Debt 
Reform Act, as amended, the (“Act”), exercise any power and perform any function pertaining to its 
government and affairs, including, but not limited to, the power to tax and to incur debt; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the provisions of the Act, the County has the power to incur debt 
payable from any lawful source and maturing within 40 years from the time it is incurred without prior 
referendum approval; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners of the County (the “Board") has not adopted any 
ordinance, resolution, order or motion or provided any County Code provisions which restrict or limit the 
exercise of the home rule powers of the County in the issuance of general obligation full faith and credit 
notes without referendum for corporate purposes or which provides any special rules or procedures for the 
exercise of such power; and 

WHEREAS, the Board hereby expressly determines that it is advisable, necessary and in the best 
interests of the County that the County authorize the execution and delivery of an agreement for a line of 
credit (the “Agreement”); and 

WHEREAS, it is in the best interests of the inhabitants of the County and necessary for the 
government and affairs of the County also to authorize the issuance of one or more promissory notes 
(collectively, the “Note”) to evidence the obligation to repay the principal of and interest on amounts 
drawndown by the County' under such Agreement; and 

WHEREAS, to such end it is hereby deemed advisable and necessary that the Board now adopts 
this ordinance so to specify, determine and authorize: 

NOW', THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Board of Commissioners of The County of 
Cook. Illinois, as follows: 


ARTICLE I. DEFINITIONS AND INTERPRETATIONS 

Section 1.1. Definitions: The following words and terms used in this Ordinance shall have 
the following meanings unless the context or use indicates another or different meaning: 

“Agreement” means that certain written agreement providing for the creation of a line of credit 
for the County and the issuance of one or more Notes to evidence the obligation of the County to repay 
amounts due and owing thereunder. 
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"Act” means Section 6(a) of Article VII of the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois, as 
supplemented and amended by the Local Government Debt Reform Act of the State of Illinois, as 
amended, and the other Omnibus Bond Acts, as amended. 

“Advance for Value ” means a receipt of funds by the County under the Agreement and relative to 
the Note which is a loan advance on and partial purchase price consideration for the Note, to be 
evidenced as provided in the Note form. 

“Agreement” means the agreement to be executed by the County and providing for the advance 
of funds to the County to defray the necessary expenses of the County for its corporate purposes. 

“Board” means the Board of Commissioners of the County. 

“Chief Financial Officer” means the Chief Financial Officer of the County. 

“Code” means the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended. 

“County” means The County of Cook, Illinois. 

“Designated Officer" means the President, Chief Financial Officer or any other office or 
employee of the County so designated by a written instrument signed by the President or the Chief 
Financial Officer. 

“Face Amount’’ means the authorized maximum amount of the Note, as stated on its face. 

“Fixed Rate Note ” means a Note bearing interest at a fixed rate percent per annum. 

“Floating Rate Note ” means a Note bearing interest at a rate percent per annum which is subject 
to change from time to time, payable from time to time, and subject to various options for payment by the 
owners thereof, as more fully provided for in the Agreement. 

“Maturity Date ” means the date on which the principal of the Note is due and owing under the 
Agreement. 

“Note Order" means the 2006 Note Order and Notification of Sale to be executed by the Chief 
Financial Officer and setting forth certain details of the Agreement and the Note as hereinafter provided. 

“Note Register” means the books of the County kept by the Note Registrar to evidence the 
registration and transfer of the Note. 

“Note Registrar" means the institution or person so designated and defined in the Note Order, or 
successors or assigns. 

“Ordinance" means this ordinance as originally introduced and adopted and as the same may 
from time to time be amended or supplemented in accordance with the terms hereof. 

“Paying Agent” means the institution, having fiduciary power, or person so designated and 
defined in the Note Order, or successors or assigns. 

“Purchase Price ” means the price paid to the County by the Purchaser for the Note. 
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“Purchaser ” means the purchaser of the Note as so identified in the Note Order. 

"Regular Record Date " means the fifteenth day before any interest payment date on the Note or 
such other date as may be provided in the Note Order. 

“Taxable ” means, with reference to the Note, the status of interest paid and received thereon as 
includable in the gross income of the owners thereof under the Code for federal income tax purposes. 

“Tax Exempt" means, with respect to the Note, the status of interest paid and received thereon as 
excludable from the gross income of the owners thereof under the Code for federal income tax purposes, 
except to the extent that such interest is taken into account in computing an adjustment used in 
determining the alternative minimum tax for certain corporations. 

Section 1.2. Severability of Invalid Provisions: If any section, paragraph, clause or provision of this 
Ordinance shall be held invalid, the invalidity of such section, paragraph, clause or provision shall not 
affect any of the other provisions of this Ordinance. 

Section 1.3. Short Title: This Ordinance may hereafter be cited by the County or hereinafter referred 
to as the “2006 Line of Credit Ordinance.” 

ARTICLE II. DETERMINATIONS OF THE COUNTY 

Section 2.1. Findings: The Board hereby finds and determines that (A) all of the recitals contained in 
the preambles to this Ordinance are full, true and correct and hereby incorporates them into this 
Ordinance by this reference; (B) this Ordinance is adopted pursuant to Section 6 of Article VII of the 
Illinois Constitution of 1970; (C) it is necessary and in the best interests of the County that the County 
adopt this Ordinance; (D) it is necessary and in the best interests of the County that the Agreement be 
executed so as to provide for the timely defraying of necessary expenses incurred by the County for its 
corporate purposes; and (E) the execution of the Agreement, the borrowing of money for the purposes 
authorized therein and the issuance of the Note is for a proper public purpose and is in the public interest. 

Section 2.2. Execution of the Agreement Authorized: The County is hereby authorized to enter 
into the Agreement with the Purchaser in such form as shall be approved by the Chief Financial Officer, 
and bv majority poll, not subject to ratification or cancellation by the Board or its members, of all 
members of the Board, which form shall be as is deemed usual and customary in the municipal bond 
market and may include, without limitation, terms providing for posted security for one or more Notes, 
assignment of taxes, drawdown conditions, repayment provisions, and provisions for default, provided, 
however, that in the event of any conflict between the terms and provisions of this Ordinance and the 
Agreement, the terms and provisions of this Ordinance shall in all events control. The Chief Financial 
Officer be, and hereby is, authorized, empowered and directed to execute, and his execution thereof shall 
constitute conclusive evidence of the approval of any and all terms contained in the Agreement by the 
Board, and the County Clerk be, and hereby is, authorized, empowered and directed to attest the 
Agreement in the name, for and on behalf of the County, and thereupon to cause the Agreement to be 
delivered to the counterparty thereto. The Agreement (as executed) is entered into to provide for the loan 
of the proceeds of the Note to the County and the use of such proceeds as aforesaid and to pay the costs of 
issuing the Note, in the manner and with the effect therein provided. From and after the execution and 
delivery of the Agreement, the officers, employees and agents of the County are hereby authorized, 
empowered and directed to do all such acts and things and to execute all such documents as may be 
necessary to carry out and comply with the provisions of the Agreement as executed; and the Agreement 
shall constitute, and hereby is made, a part of this Ordinance, and a copy of the Agreement shall be placed 
in the official records of the County, and shall be available for public inspection at the office of the 
County Clerk. 
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Section 2.3. Note Authorized: For the purposes aforesaid, the Note is hereby authorized to be issued 
as a drawdown note in the aggregate principal amount of not to exceed $200,000,000. 

Section 2.4. Note Details: The Note shall be issued in the principal amount of not to exceed 
$200,000,000 and shall bear such title and series designation as the Chief Financial Officer shall 
determine in the Note Order. The Note may be a Fixed Rate Note or a Floating Rate Note as provided in 
the Note Order. The Note shall be dated as of the first Advance for Value on the Note or as otherwise 
provided in the Agreement (any such date being the “Dated Date”), and the amount of the Note issued, 
being the sum of the amounts as shown as Advances for Value on the Note, not in excess of the Face 
Amount, less in each case principal payments made from time to time thereon, shall be the “Outstanding 
Principal Amount” of the Note. The Outstanding Principal Amount of the Note from time to time 
outstanding shall bear interest at not to exceed a rate percent per annum which is ten percent (10.00%), 
with interest payable on such date or dates as provided in the Agreement, upon any prepayment and on 
the Maturity Date. The Maturity Date shall be not later than January 31, 2008. 

The Note shall bear interest on the Outstanding Principal Amount from time to time at the rate provided, 
in each case from the time advanced until duly paid or provided for, such interest being computed upon 
the basis of a 360-day year of twelve 30-day months. 

Subject to the provisions of the Agreement, the interest on and all payments of principal of the Note shall 
be payable in lawful money of the United States of America, or by electronic funds transfer of lawful 
money of the United States of America, upon presentation at the office of the Note Registrar, provided, 
however, that so long as a financial institution is the registered owner of the Note, then such payments 
shall be made by check or draft of the Note Registrar to the person in whose name the Note is registered 
as evidenced by the Note Register at the close of business on the applicable Regular Record Date, which 
check or draft shall be payable in lawful money of the United States of America and mailed to the address 
or transferred to such account of such registered owner as it appears on the Note Register or at such other 
address or account as may be furnished in writing to the Note Registrar, and provided, further, that the 
final installment of principal of and interest on the Note shall be paid upon surrender in lawful money of 
the United States of America, at the principal office maintained for the purpose by the Paying Agent or its 
proper agent. 

If so provided in the Note Order, the Note may be redeemable or prepayable prior to maturity at the 
option of the County, in whole or in part on any date, upon such terms and at such times and at a 
redemption or prepayment price of par plus accrued interest to the date of redemption or prepayment, as 
determined by the Chief Financial Officer at the time of the sale thereof. 

The Note shall have be substantially in the form attached to the Agreement and as approved by the Chief 
Financial Officer, his execution thereof to constitute approval of all terms set forth therein by the Board, 
and shall have impressed or imprinted thereon the corporate seal or facsimile thereof of the County and 
shall be signed by the manual or duly authorized facsimile signatures of the Chief Financial Officer and 
County Clerk, as they shall determine, and in case any officer whose signature shall appear on the Note 
shall cease to be such officer before the delivery of the Note, such signature shall nevertheless be valid 
and sufficient for all purposes, the same as if such officer had remained in office until delivery. 

The execution by the County of the fully registered Note shall constitute full and due authorization of the 
Note, and the Note Registrar shall thereby be authorized to authenticate, date and deliver the Note. The 
person in whose name the Note shall be registered shall be deemed and regarded as the absolute owner 
thereof for all purposes, and payment of the principal of or interest on the Note shall be made only to or 
upon the order of the registered owner thereof or the owner's legal representative. All such payments 
shall be valid and effectual to satisfy and discharge the liability upon the Note to the extent of the sum or 
sums so paid. 
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The Note shall have thereon a certificate of authentication duly executed by the Note Registrar as 
authenticating agent of the County and showing the date of authentication. The Note shall not be valid or 
obligatory for any purpose or be entitled to any security or benefit under this Ordinance unless and until 
such certificate of authentication shall have been duly executed by the Note Registrar by manual 
signature, and such certificate of authentication upon the Note shall be conclusive evidence that the Note 
has been authenticated and delivered under this Ordinance. The certificate of authentication on the Note 
shall be deemed to have been executed by the Note Registrar if signed by an authorized officer of the 
Note Registrar. 

Section 2.5. Sale and Delivery of Note: The Chief Financial Officer is hereby authorized to sell all 
or any portion of the Note to the Purchaser from time to time as the Chief Financial Officer shall 
determine that the proceeds of such sales are needed and on such terms as he may deem to be in the best 
interests of the County. Nothing contained in this Ordinance shall limit the sale of the Note or any 
portion thereof or any maturity or maturities thereof at a price or prices in excess of the principal amount 
thereof. Subsequent to the sale of the Note or subsequent to the sale of any portion thereof, the Chief 
Financial Officer shall file in the office of the County Clerk a Note Order directed to the Board 
identifying (i) the terms of the sale, (ii) the amount, if any, of the Note being sold as a Floating Rate Note, 
(iii) the Dated Date, (iv) the aggregate principal amount of the Note sold, (v) the repayment schedule for 
the principal of and interest on the Note, (vi) the optional redemption provisions, if any, applicable to the 
Note, (vii) whether the Note is Tax Exempt or Taxable and (viii) any other matter authorized by this 
Ordinance to be determined by the Chief Financial Officer at the time of sale of the Note, and thereafter 
the Note as so sold shall be duly prepared and executed in the form and manner provided herein and 
delivered to the Purchaser in accordance with the terms of sale. 

Any Designated Officer and such other officers of the County as may be necessary are hereby authorized 
to execute such other documents, as may be necessary to implement the Agreement and the transactions 
contemplated thereby and to effect the issuance and delivery of the Note, and execution thereof by such 
officers is hereby deemed conclusive evidence of approval thereof with such changes, additions, 
insertions, omissions or deletions as such officers may determine, with no further official action of or 
direction by the Board. 

Section 2.6. General Tax Covenants: The proceeds of the Note shall be used to provide funds for 
the payment of necessary' expenses incurred for the general corporate purposes of the County and to that 
end shall be set aside in the Working Cash Fund (the “Working Cash Fund”) and shall be used to pay the 
general corporate expenses of the County in accordance with customary disbursement procedures of the 
County. 

Alternatively, the Chief Financial Officer may allocate the proceeds of the Note to one or more other 
funds or accounts of the County now in existence. The County by its Board reserves the right, as it 
becomes necessary from time to time, to change the purposes of expenditure of the Working Cash Fund 
or its accounts, to change priorities, to revise cost allocations between expenditures and to substitute 
projects, in order to meet current needs of the County; subject, however, to the provisions of the tax 
covenants of the County relating to the Tax Exempt status of interest on the Note if it is issued as Tax 
Exempt. 

Section 2.7. General Tax Covenants: In the event that the Note is issued as Tax Exempt, the 
provisions of this Section shall apply. The County covenants that it will take no action with respect to the 
proceeds of the Note which would result in making the interest payable on the Note subject to federal 
income taxes by reason of the Note being classified as an “arbitrage bond” within the meaning of 
Section 148 of the Code or rulings or regulations promulgated thereunder. 
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The County also agrees and covenants with the purchaser and registered owner of the Note from time to 
time outstanding that, to the extent possible under Illinois law, it will comply with whatever federal tax 
law is adopted in the future which applies to the Note and affects the status of the interest on the Note as 
Tax Exempt; that without limiting the generality of the foregoing, the County agrees: (a) through its 
officers, to make such further specific covenants, representations and assurances as may be necessary or 
advisable; (b) to comply with all representations, covenants and assurances contained in a certification 
regarding tax exemption to be prepared by counsel approving the Note; (c) to consult with such counsel 
and to comply with such advice as may be given; (d) to pay to the United States, as necessary, such sums 
of money representing required rebates of excess arbitrage profits relating to the Note; (e) to file such 
forms, statements and supporting documents as may be required and in a timely manner; and (f) if 
deemed necessary or advisable by its officers, to employ and pay fiscal agents, financial advisors, 
attorneys and other persons to assist the County in such compliance; and that the County acknowledges 
that, in the event of an examination by the Internal Revenue Service of the exemption from Federal 
income taxation for interest paid on the Note, under present rules, the County is treated as the “taxpayer" 
in such examination. 

Section 2.8. Registered Form: The County agrees that it will not take any action to permit the Note, 
if it is issued as Tax Exempt, to be issued in, or converted into, bearer or coupon form. 

ARTICLE III MISCELLANEOUS 

Section 3.1. Ratification of Acts: All acts of the Board, the Designated Officers and the officers and 
employees of the County that are in conformity with the intent and purposes of this Ordinance, whether 
heretofore or hereafter taken or done, be, and the same are hereby, in all respects, ratified, confirmed and 
approved. 

Section 3.2. Superseder: All ordinances, resolutions, motions, orders or parts thereof in conflict with 
this Ordinance are, to the extent of such conflict, hereby superseded. 

Section 3.3. Effective Date: This Ordinance shall be operative, effective and valid upon its passage.

WHEREAS, testimony at various meetings of the Board and its Finance Committee, and correspondence 
from Dr. Daniel H. Winship, Chief of the Bureau of Health Services, have been received by the Finance 
Committee indicating the existence of this budget gap and a general plan for its reduction before the end 
of the fiscal year on November 30, 2006; and 

WHEREAS, it is of great concern to the President and Board of Commissioners, and in the public 
interest of the people of Cook County, that the Bureau specify the measures and policies to be 
implemented to reduce the budget shortfall and avoid a budget gap at the end of the fiscal year. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Bureau of Health Services shall provide a detailed 
plan for reducing the budget shortfall of $44 million in said agency before the end of the fiscal year on 
November 30, 2006, and that such report be submitted to this Board no later than September I, 2006.

WHEREAS, the Chicago Harbor lock at 68 years old is 18 years past its life expectancy, has eroded past 
the point of repair, has required urgent large-scale repairs three times since 1992 to keep functioning, and 
needs to be replaced; and 

WHEREAS, the lock is a critical link in Chicago’s transportation system, opening and closing 11,000 
times a year to allow over 40,000 vessels to pass between Lake Michigan and the Chicago River, making 
it the nation’s second busiest lock; and 

WHEREAS, recreational and commercial boating could be disrupted for weeks if the lock fails to open 
or close properly, compromising the $10 million annual revenues from the tour boat industry; and 

WHEREAS, the lock was built to help Illinois comply with the 1930 U.S. Supreme Court decision that 
strictly limits how much water the state can divert from Lake Michigan, and any significant leakage at the 
lock reduces the amount of lake water area communities can use to supply drinking water to growing 
suburbs; and 

WHEREAS, the lock is used as a mechanism to prevent the river water from entering the lake in order to 
manage pollutants, and is also a last resort safety valve that has been used five times since 1996 to keep 
the Chicago River from overflowing its banks; and 

WHEREAS, if the lock were to jam or experience outright failure at the wrong time it could prove 
catastrophic for downtown Chicago, as in the case of the Loop Flood in 1992 whereby 250 million 
gallons of water poured into downtown Chicago causing upward of $1 billion in damage; and 

WHEREAS, the lock is owned by the Army Corps of Engineers, which stated in a 1999 study that 
continuing to make repairs as needed is not a viable option; and 

WHEREAS, new gates for the lock and machinery to operate them would cost nearly $20 million in 
federal funding; and 
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WHEREAS, members of Illinois’ Congressional delegation have been working towards obtaining federal 
funding for this crucial project, however, broad support is needed at the local, state and federal level to 
make this federal financing a priority. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners declares 
that in order to promote and protect the safety and welfare of the citizens of Cook County, it is necessary 
and in the best interest of the public that the Chicago Harbor lock be replaced; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Board of Commissioners of Cook County calls upon the 
members of the United States House of Representatives and Senate, and upon the President of the United 
States to fund the replacement of the Chicago Harbor lock as soon as possible.

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WHEREAS, the American Cancer Society recommends that women age 40 and older have an annual 
mammogram, annual clinical breast examination by a health care professional, and perfonn monthly 
breast self-examinations; and 

WHEREAS, there are approximately 11,000 women currently waiting to receive diagnostic breast health 
services in the Cook County Bureau of Health Services System; and 

WHEREAS, the Attorney General of the State of Illinois Lisa Madigan conducted a recent study on 
charity care provided by non-profit hospitals. The study shows that twenty-one (21) Cook County not- 
for-profit hospital networks receive $326 million in property tax exemptions but provide $105 million in 
charity care. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, due to the overwhelming demand to provide 
mammography services throughout the Cook County Bureau of Health Services that the Cook County 
Board of Commissioners hereby authorizes the Cook County Bureau of Health Services to establish a task 
force which will include other health care providers, to explore the potential for property tax-exempt 
hospitals to provide mammography services to women on the Bureau of Health Services waiting list as 
part of the hospital’s charity care program; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the task force shall provide a report to the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners by October 1,2006 with subsequent reports to follow on a quarterly basis.

needs throughout the year, if desired; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners of Cook County has established the Cook County Emergency 
Services and Disaster Agency, also known as the Cook County Emergency Management Agency 
(CCEMA). pursuant to the “Illinois Emergency Services and Disaster Act of 1975”; and 
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WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners also serves as the Board of Health of Cook 
County and has created the Cook County Department of Public Health (Department) to carry out public 
health activities in the County; and 

WHEREAS, the Department is the public health authority for Cook County, with the exception of 
municipalities which operate health departments within Cook County which are certified by the Illinois 
Department of Public Health; and

potential public health emergencies, including emergencies which may result in a declaration of disaster;

WHEREAS, in preparing to respond to a public health emergency, the Department and the CCEMA 
require that municipalities within Cook County assist in providing resources to help ensure that a 
sufficient number of qualified personnel are available to engage in emergency response activities 
including, but not limited to, personnel qualified to perform physical assessments, epidemiological 
investigations, inoculations, medication dispensing, medication administration, minor medical treatments 
and related and supportive activities; and 

WHEREAS, the Department wishes to encourage municipalities to enlist volunteers within their 
communities to engage in emergency response activities and the Department also wishes to enlist such 
volunteers directly; and 

WHEREAS, the CCEMA may utilize and may administer oaths to volunteers who assist in performing 
disaster mitigation, preparedness, response and recovery functions within the County including volunteer 
health providers and others wishing to join a Medical Reserve Corps unit to assist the Department and the 
CCEMA in the event of a public health emergency; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners desires to establish the Cook County Medical 
Reserve Corps to assist the Department and CCEMA in permitting volunteers identified by the 
Department both directly and through municipalities to aid the Department and CCEMA during an 
emergency that requires additional personnel, particularly public health personnel and related and 
supportive personnel.
